He Says He Will Not Huve Any Ofmicial 
Connection With Another. 


Cutcaco, Ang. 2.—Eageue V. Debs ar- 
rived from Terre Haute yesterday. He 
returned to Chicago to preside at a con- 
vention of the A. R. U., which will be 
held to-day at Ublich’s hall, to decide 
whether the railway strike shall be offi- 
cljally declared off, or, if it be continued, to 
formulate a new plan of operations. If 
the delegates thiuk os Mr, Debs does, an 

there is little donbt they will defer to bis 
judgment, the convention will ptobably 
conclude tlrat there is nothing to be gained 
by continuing a strike in which they are 
beaten. " 

“Twill never again have any official 
connection with a strike,”’ said Mr, Debs, 
and in what followed he admitted for the 
first time that the A. R. U. strike had re. 
sulted in failure, 

‘The organized elements of society are 
opposed to strikes,” le continued, ‘‘and 
80 long as strikes are repugnant to society 
it is useless to inanyurate them. We 
might start in now aud organize a strike 
on a most extensive plan, but it would end 
inevitably as this one has. We had the 
railroad managers whipped, every ono 
knows that, until they tied our hands 
with injunctions and bronght out the 
troops. General Miles came here for the 
exjress purpose of beating the strikers, 
not to preserve order. He immediately 
went into consultation with the managers, 
He did not try to get our side of the ques- 
tion, and two days later he announced 
triumphantly that he had broken the 
backbone of the atrike. 





“Under these circumstances it is vain to ! 


hope that anythiug can be made by strik- 
ing. We must vote out of office those 
men who seem to think labor is entirely 
wrong and oapital always in the right 
when there is a dispute between the two 
interests, The strike has served a good 
urpose in that it has" been auother object- 
esson to show the masses how they must 
achieve their rights, Ido not say the A. 
R. U. will become a political organization, 
but I think there will be 4 spontaneous 
awakening of all organized labor to the 
necessity for unified action at the polls,”

More Property Destroyed Than Since 








the Conflagration of 1872. 


THREE MILLION DOLLARS LOSS 


Millions of Feet of Lumber Deatroyod 


Together With Electric Apparatus, 
Car Materials and Mulldiogs 
Over a Half Mile Square 
Burned Over. 


Curcaao, Aug. 2.—Flames lant night de- 
stroyed more property and in shorter space 
of time than any fire which bas visited 
Chicago since the big conflagration iu 1872 
Over 38,000,000 worth of lumber, oloo 
trical apparatus, cars, car wheels, castings, 
stoves, patterns, buildings and other 
materials, were consumed in a blazing 
furnace of over a half mile square within 
less than three hours, The scone of the 
fire was what ja kuown aa the lumber dis- 
trict Tho territory burned over was 
bounded by Asbland avenue on the cust, 
the south branch of the Chicayo River on 
the south, Blue Island ayenue on the north 
and Roby street on the weat 

Chere were many casualtios among the 
firemon aud spectatora The only death to 
for aa hoard was that of a boy who fell 
from alumber pile in a river slip and was 
drowned,

are ns follows

A WAR AGAINST LIQUOR. 





Archbishop Corrigan Determines to En- 
force Mgr. Satolli's Decree. 


New York, Aug, Perhaps no event 
of recent days bas given greater satisfac- 
tionfin temperance circles than the recent 
happenings in the Catholio Church iu 
America. The rulings of Mgr. Satolli, the 
anostolic delegate, in which he announced 
thit he bad withdrawn his approbation 
from any and every Catholic society or 
branch or division in his diovese that had 
a liquor dealer or saloonkesper at its head 
or anywhere among its officers; and that 
he would suspend every such society from 
the rank and privileges as Catholic society 
until it ceased to be so officored and fur 
ther that absolution should te refused to 
all members of the Church who sold liquor 
illegally bos given rise toa battle between 
the Catholic Church and the liquor in- 
teresta, ; 

Fully two-thirds of the liquor deale:s of 
the country are Roman Catholics and it 
was thonght that Archbishop Corrigan 
would never dare to enforce the decree and 
the Wino and Spirit G-zeite, a leadiug 
organ of t'e liquor interests, even went so 
tar 48 to openly defy this dignitary of the 
church. 

The Archbishop replied to the defiince 
of the Wine aud Spirit Gazette by a brief 
and pointed letter to its editor. 

In this letter he says that he “loyally 
necepts the principles laid down by Hie 
Excellenoy Mgr, Satolli, both in the spirit 
aud the letter,” 

He adds that no Catholic can refuse to 
necept them, He acktowledyes the 
apparent threat in the tone of the Guzelte's 
utterances by saying that be lina ‘yet, 
thank God, to learn what fear is in the 
discharge of dnty.” :

Before packIng op thelc lanoh page to commemorate his efforts, 
baskets, Sir Thomas More was an eminent lawyer 


and at oue time lord-chancellor of Eng- 
land, but the Utopians had no use for men 
of his profession, They ‘‘utterly excluded 
aud banished’ them all, believing that 
“every man should plead his own matter 
and tell the same tale before the judge 
that he would to his man of law.” Thoy 
thought it better that there should be no 
Jaws at all than that they should be so 
intricate that»a lifetime would not suffies 
for the understanding of them, 

Within the last century two famous 
groups of literary men have beeu bitten 
with the desire to found communities, the 
oustoms of which shonld accord ns nearly 
as possible with their ideas of justice, 
Bouthey, Coleridge, and their associates 
wero unable to put their soliewe into exe- 
cution from lack of funds; but the expert- 
ment of Brook Farm is a singular land- 
mark in American literary annals,

Lyons, Ang. 3.—The trial of Santo 
Canerio for the inorder of President Car 
not beviu here youterday morning. Caserio 
wis trausferred from the prison to the 
Valnce of Justice undera strony oascort of 
peudarmnes, The parapet along the river 
Saone Was crowded with sightacers 

Cimerlo wae ordered to be placed in the 
prisoner's dock. Ho ia a mild-faced, com- 


moti places youth, His complexion is falr, 
wid there is nan ¢aint suspicion of down 
uno his upper lip. Altogether his ap- 
pea ance is effeininate, and the remark of 
one of the spectators that he “looks as 
though he wouldn't burt a fly” pretty 
accnrately describes him 

Judge Brenillaio began an interrogation 
of the prisoner, This magistrate does not 
bully a prisoner as some of the Parisian 
jndyes do. und the departure from the 
Parisian method was tavorably noticed by 
everybody present, Under the question- 
ing of the judge Caserio recapitulated his 
alitecedeits, 

LHe was born in November, 1873, aud 
lis father was a ferryman, When qres- 
tious were repeated to him he easily lost 
his temper, like a petalant chijd, aud it 
Was tlecessary to translate the queries into 
Italian, In several cases where this was 
done it was clainied by several of the press 
reporters the qnories were badly trans- 
lated, 

Being asked about his choir boy days, 
when he represented John the Baptist in 
chureh processions, he said: ‘I was a 
child then, and children, you know, un- 
willingly act stupidly.” 

The judge then discussed Caserio’s pre- 
sence at the revolutionary lectures of 
Siguor Gori, a lawyer in Milan, in spite of 
the expostulations of his family, where- 
upon Cnaserio exclaimed, ‘‘ Humanity is 
greater than family.’ 

The prisoner denied knowing a single 
anarchist, 

Judge Breuillaic—‘' Coming to Lyons 
you stopped at Vienna and went toan an- 
archist barber 2’ 

Caserio—''I admit I naturally went to 
a barber, Icouldn’t get my hair cut at a 
baker's, (Laughter.) 

Throughout this examination the pri- 
souer defended himself against accusations 
of connection with anarchists with rare 
skill, fighting the ground inch by inch. 

There was a profound sensation when 
Assistant Registrar Mathieu removed the 
covering from a dagger and handed it to 
the judge. The weapon. was still stained 
with the blood of the murdered President, 
and 48 the magistrate held it up a thrill of 
horror ran through the assemblage. 

‘Is this the one you brought from 
Cette?” asked the judge, 

“Yes,” replied Caserio, unflinchingly, 
as he nodded toward the atill bloody 
dagger. : 

As the judge bandled the weapon before 
passing it to the jury, the prisoner was 
uot in the least disconcerted, and as the 
dagger was handed to the jury the crimi- 
ual cilmly brushed a fly from his cheek. 

Caserio detuiled his jonrney from Cette 
to Lyons, and said: ‘When I saw M. 
Carnot’s carriage arriving I unsheathed my 
dagger. 1 rau forward and planted the 
dagger, turned and withdrew, when I was 
strack down. M. Carnot looked me straight 
in the eyes.” 

Judge—‘'Did you not have some sensa- 
tion of the enormity of your act when you 
saw the eyes of your victim fixed upon 
you? Hasn't remorseful memory troubled 
you since?” 

Caserlo—""No, 
whitever.” 

Iie denied that the crime was the result 
of a plot in which the assassin was desig- 
nated by lot. 

The Judge said: “You claim to be the 
executor of a popular justice, yet you are 
both the accuser and the executioner,” 

Vaserio— ‘Here we are dealing with the 
facta of the case. [eu not inclined to 
discuss theories,” 

J — ‘You are very young to pretend 
to judge t ily.” 

Cuserlo—*2 cuits; 
equally young were guilty of worse crim s 
in shooting down the Sicilians,” 4 

Judge—''But they were obeying orders.” 

Caserio—''Ihey were imbecile criminals 
to obey a murderous chief, instead of obey- 
ing their ideas of justice as I did.” 

Doctor Pencet, who attended the Presi- 
dent, gaye a description of the nature of 
M. Carnot’s wound, an illustration of the 
operation performed upon him, and o 
statement showing the President's heroic 
stoiciem and his extreme gratitude to those 
who were endeavoring to aid him, Daring 
the doctor's examination the prisoner sat 
with an expression of mute elation, driuk- 
ing every word with the avidity gf a stu. 
dent thirsting for knowledge. 

M, Fevbier read an affidavit from Mme. 
Viala, wife of Casorio’s employer at Cette, 
which stated that Caserio was the centre 
of « group of anarchists in Cette, She re- 
lated how Caserio had said that if he 
should ever mount the scaffold he would 
be more courageous than Houry, Cuserio 
jutérrupted and said that was incorrect, 
** Henry,” he said, ‘ was courageous to the 
last. He could not have dono better.” 

Vhe trial was adjourned.

Rosebery and Horse Racing. 


Despite the persistent remonstrances 
against Lord Rosobory’s horse racing pro- 
clivities, which have been especially num- 
erous from the dissident Liberals, the Pre- 
mier adlieres to his sporting bent. He has 
entered three horses for the Derby of 1896 
and has a similar number of entries for 
the Oaks, while the entries for the other 
leading events of that year will include one 
or inore ot his horses, The Derby of 1896 
is likely to become notable as having the 
largest number of yearling nominations of 
any Derby on record, -A notable feature 
of thit prospective event is the large in- 
crease of foreign snbsecribers, which in- 
clade the Lorillards, Keones, Belmont and 
Col. Payne. Tho Prince of Wales uomi- 
nates three colts for the Derby and three 
for the Oaks. 

A Trades Union Congress. 

The Trades Union congress which wil 
open at Norwich on Sept. 8 promises an 
unnsnal development of the political side 
of trades unionism, Tho session will cover 
five days and wotices Lave already been 
give of 119 resolutions.

lowing composition: Water, 32°06 per cent. ; 
butter fat, 34°43 per cent. ; curd (caselm and 
sibumep), 28°00 per cent.; ash, sult, milk, 
sagar, &o,, 551 per cent. The cheese was 
perfectly sound. The two most important 
constituents {n cheese, are butter fab and 
ourd. The amounts and relative propor- 
tlons of these substances assign to choose 
{ts nutritious value, and upon them also 
depend largely {ts palatability and digesti- 
bility. Professor Stutt says ho would judge 
from the analyals that this choese was eml- 
neatly satisfactory in all these particulars, 
English Stilton cheese (made from whole 
miik, to which some oream has been added) 
that hes been kept over a year, conbains 
about 29°6 per cent. fat, and 24°5 per cent. 
curd, Ib ts, thoreforo, evident that the 
mammoth cheese compares most favorably, 
both as regards heat and flesh producin 
constituents, with this well known an 
high prloed brand of Euglish cheeso.”

Here may be seon in most deino 
cratic relation aristocratic. old dowayers 
from England, answering to the descrip 
tion of Thackeray's Lady Kew; Gerinan 
Countesses, French Marquines, Russian 
Princesses, Italian ladiea of quality and 

ayly-dressed womon that one seca on the 

Joulevards of Paris, each eagerly staking 
gold on the red or black, anxiously watch 
ing the croupier, and sometimes appropri 
ating in their voracious excitement an- 
other player's chips 

Besides the women gamblera there are 
profeasioual women bookmunkers and pool 
room keepers. Their customers are ex 
clusively women, In society there are 
sooren of women who play poker for meney, 
and maby other woluen who would like to 
ploy but lack the courage. Another fay 
orite form of gambling by womon ia stock 
speculation. 

The most noted woman gambler among 
the royal act is ox Queen Teabella of Spin, 
who has often lost and wou large sina 
History proves that sho is not the only 
notable personage who has taken pleasure 
in this pursuit, 

An anoient English allegory portraying 
tho imaginary origin of gainitiy depicts the 
oliaracter as a woman, the danghter of the 
Goddess of Fortune and the God of War 
Sho was represented as misfeatured and 
wayward, though not without fasoliations, 
for she wes sought and courted by all ya 
and extravagant men and women. From 
childhood she could only find pleasure in 
cards, dice, counters and games of chince 
and lotteries. Her mother, Fortune, en- 
dowed her with residences near the palaces 
of kings, where every pleasure ininistered 
to the delighted senses. The visitors de- 
parted, some Happy with ‘precidts spoils, 
others miserable, disappointed aud despuir- 
ing, and escorted by the demon Suivide. 

fh Greece cards wore not known, but the 
fashionable Athenian ladies got ‘rid of 
their husbarids’ money betting on-cock and 
quail fighting and backing their. favorites 
at the Olympian and other games, “Above 
all there was the dioe-box, “which had an 
frrosistible fadoination for Greek nen and 
women. 

In Rome also dice were in grent favor, 
and so much evil wis wrdught by their 
means that probibitory: laws were enacted 
by the very emperors who were tho great 
estgamblers. Some Of the emperors ca- 
tablished lotteries and curried favor with 
the wowen bY givitiy’ their titkdts that en 
titled them to prizes, 

Among the flourishing Italian Republics 
the yice lasted. through the. Middle Ayes, 
aud the Florentine and Milanese I.dice 
ee their liege lords no end of trouble. 

n 1840 achronioler writes: | *'The ladies 
are shamefully decollétees, iu robes of silk 
and gold, The hair is) frizzled like bar. 
barians; they weat golden belts, like Amuz- 
ons; walk the atrest will their shoes turn- 
ed up at the point, and spend all their time 
at games of dice,” 

velyn mentions the game of, unsset, 
which was invented in Venice, and becuine 
so poptlar in England’ that every lady of 
pretention had 4 basset’ table iu ler bonr- 
doir or dressing‘room, Iu Enjyland aud 
France it was not'tntil thé sixtoeith cen- 
tury thatthe gambling mania attacked the 
women with any, severity, », Henry LV. 
would play with anyone he happened to 
meet with, and, as the King and his 
courtiers played overy day, the Indies, 
whom he could never bear out of hia sight, 
took part in these gaines likewise, afd the 
Queen herself, doring her varions ilinesses, 
hsed to invite the Marshal dé Bussoim pierre 
into her apartments to play at hazard for 
money to pass away the tedions hours of 
convalesence, 

Marie de Medici was an encourager of 
gaming, and during her regeucy after the 
deuth of Henry 1V;, the rage for gambling 
became more violent, and ladies of bigh 
rank were not ashamed to open ynmbling- 
houses, and even to cheat when they conld 
not win otherwise. One French Countess 
was discovéred by her friend cheating her 
{fadesméen and women “whom slie had 
invited to play with her. She replied, on 
being questioned: “Why, I Be cheat 
them What\they are always clioating 
mo,” 

In the first years of Louie XIV. wives 
robbed their husbands and daughters pluu- 
dored the pockets of their pareyts to grati- 
fy the propensity of the gume of “‘hoca,” 
and wheo many families were ruined by 
this ménbs the’ king’ forbade the guine in 
Paris on pain of death. It was allowed at 
Versailles, however, and one morniig the 
Queen lost 20,000 crowns, 

The frenzied play of Mme. de Mont: span 
has become proverbial in France as ‘‘La 
jou dela Montespan,” At basset she was 
Sows to risk a million franks (3200,000) 
en one hand alone. When iio oti6) dared 
to cover her high stakes she grumbled, and 
the king shared her annoyance. One 
Christmas evening she lost 700,000 crowns, 
and on three cards won back 150,000 
a aos ($300,000). One night three montha 
ater she lost 400,000 pistoles ($800,000), 
and then luckily won them back ayain. 

Lonis was cooling in his affections for 
ber about this timo and abdlished basset, 
the favorite game of the,famous \ionte- 
span, but she found other ways of deplot 
ing bis purse, and bor high play continued 
pntil 1682, when she lost sums amounting 
to more than a million dollars \at “hoa.” 

Loula XV, indulged his favorites, as his 
redecessor had done. On Juno 25, 1765, 
he Duc de Rjchlieu undertook to teaoh 
the famous and infamous Mme, Du Barry 
lansquevet in her boudoir, and ina fow 
minutes the fair oue had essed the Doke's 
pocket of 25,000 lonis dr{$125, 000), rnyoh 
to the King’s amudoment aid delight, for 
he was watobing the gaine and, was pleas- 
od at bis favorite’s success The beautir 
ful Mme, de Pompudour, anothor fayor 
ite, also won and lost enormous sums 

In the next reign fomale gamblors, 
though perhaps not more extravagant than 
before, yet caused more scandal, The 
poach of state was yoing down,bill to the 
revolution, aud seemed to increase in vel 
oolty as it nonred the bottom of the de- 
cline, The princes of the biood and court 
lors who jnetilled into the Qneow Marie 
Antoinette the unfeminine and nuroyal 
passion for horses and horse rac ing induoe 
ed ber alao to prguge in high play and pro 
hibited games of chance 

Faro wis ployed in the Queen's sparts 
mente at yery high stakes. — Both she and 
the Comte dArtole lowt enormous suis, 
and many of the pourtiors were entirely 
ruiued, Public romor exaggerated these 
losses ond they excited the greatest indig: 
nation, as the losers did not pay thoir law 
ful debts, The scandal was the greator as 
faro was strictly forbidden, even to princes 
and princosses of the blood. It was, 
nevertheless, played at the houses of Mme, 
40 Gnuemenoe, the Princess de Lamballe 
avdijn the Qoeen's roome

Henrietta Maria, the wife of Charles 
the First, inherited the gambling tastes of 
her father, the amorous and pleasure- 
loving Henri IV., and when Baasomplerre, 
also au arrant “sport,” waein England on 
an embassy, in 1626, he and the Queen 
and Buckingham ant at a window in Cheap 
side playing primero for stakes while wait 
ing for a procession to pnas 

When Charles the Second was restored 
tho pleasures aud mauvers of his court 
wore practically identical with the Freoch 
court, and bis beautiful favorites, the 
Duchess of Mazarin, the Duchess of Cleve 
land, the Duchess of Portamouth, Nell 
Gwynno, and thoir associates carriod gamb- 
ling to lengths before unknown in Eng- 
land, The Duchess of Mazarin, a niece of 
the Cardinal, lost more that amillion louis 
d'or ($5,000,000), and ended her life in 
beggary. Nell Gwynne lost £5,000 to her 
rival, the Duchess of Cleveland, atone rit 


ting, and the immense fortune of the 
latter was squandered at tho bisset 
table. 


In 1706 Chief Justice Kenyon dolivered 
4 oharge in which he dealt on this scunda! 
and threatened to send evon the firet 
ladios of the land to the pillory if they 
were cotvicted of play at faro before hira 
Gilray, the famous caricatorivt, made an 
imaginary pioture of the inost conspicnons 
offendere standing in: the pillory, 
them "Pharaoh's, or Faro” Daughters’ 

In 1797 Lady Buekinglomehire, a very 
notorious guiubler, pot into tronble with 
the city authorities, being convicted with 
Lady Luttorell aud Mrs, Sturt at the polic 
court aud fined £50 (3250) for playing at 
faro, Henry Martindwle waa wlso fined 
£200 ($1,000) fur keeping the faro table ut

lady slept with » binnderbass and a pair 
of pistols at her side every night in ode: 
to protect her faro bank, MKrnonugh ha- 
been said to show that when a wou otce 
acquires a fondness for gaming it 
amountsto a mania, and while few wil 
follow the example of the old lady in 
Goldsmith's story, who, being given op by 
her physician, called tu her chosen Gider 
taker aud played cards with him for the 
oxpenses of her funeral, nourly every 
femalo adept will have sympathy with the 
lady who weut to her priest ty confess her 
fondness for play. Ihe worthy “father 
lamented the waste of time in such a vur- 
suit. ‘'Yes,” she replied, ‘that is exactly 
what vexes me—so mich time is lost in 
shuffling the carda!”

“The import of tsh into the island of 
Cuba reaches about 100,000 quintals per 
annam and into Porto Rico about 170,000 
auiilalé per annum, and should therefore 
this treaty as reported go into force jt will 
rendily be seen at what preat disadvautuge 
our trade will be placed in those islanus, 
This lcard desires to draw attention to 
this very important fact to the considera- 
tion of the Dominion Government, and to 
urge upon thein in the very strongest pos- 
sible way the necessity of prompt action to 
defend our trade with the islands referred 
to, Porto Rico is the only market for our 
bank, bay aud Labrador fish, and should 
this treaty come into foroe it will place 
our trade at a great disadvantage. Having 
to compete with free importation from 
other countries, itis evident our fishermen 
will be compelled to change their o¢cupa- 
tion and retire from prosecution of an in- 
dustry which has been of a great profit to 
themselves and a great advantage to the 
commerce of thé Dominion at large. 

“Resolved also that a copy of this reso- 
lution be forwarded to the Dominion Goy- 
ernment and also a copy to be forwarded 
to every member of the House of Commons 
from the Maritime Provinces,” 

The resolution was carried unanimously 
and ordered to be wired to Mr. Bowell at 
once,

The Light Wheel Problem, 


Tho light wheel problem, which this 
yonr more than eyor is absorbing tho atten 
tion of cyclists, is a pretty dificult one to 
solve satisfactorily. Everybody wants to 
ride a light wheel, but everybody docs not 
want to ride one that will not stand the 
pounding of a rutty rond or ano occasionnt 
tumble, Wood rims are being exteisively 
ridden, but they are not as strong as motal 
rime and never can be, A great many 
wheels that weigh from olghteén to twonty 
four pounds are being ridden over all 
kinds of roads this reason, ju Brooklyn 
and out on Long Island, and a large per 
centage of thom are coming to yrief, The 
rider of one has to be as careful of his 
mount asif it were a delicate riceliorse, 
Universal use of feather welgnt wheels 
will scarcely come until the roade are far 
better than they average to-day, Bussiand 
has ‘had the light wheel craze and has 
Rotten pretty well over it, Americun 
wheelmen like the light machine aud dou't 
want to give itup, Hence thoy are erying 
for good roads and aro avcomplisisiy 
much in that direction. It is malataiied 
by many good riders that over au ordiviury’ 
road a 30 pound wheel is eqxier and faster 
riding than a 20-pounder, beoross it ie 
easier and steadier and doea pot lose way 
in bounding over a hummock or a rut. 
There are many who predict either betier 
roads or a return to heavier wheels next 
your, or else o wore extensive axeof alumi 
num in the construction of bicycles, —

Nota Man, itis Now Stated, Was Among 


the Crowd—The Telegraph Thinks 

Politics Was at the Hottom of 

the Attack — The City Will 
Pay for the Damuge. 


Quxnec, Ang, 8.—Tho city vas the scono 

of @ disgraceful riotous demonstration on 
Monday night. A French Baptist mission 
has recontly been established in this city 
with its headquarters in a building on 
Bridge street, not far from its intersection 
with St, Joseph street, aud belonging to 
Mr, Samson, A mob estimated to have 
contained some 200 persous gathered round 
tho place, aud an altack was beguu upon 
it with stones, 

The missionary inmates of the place at 
the time of the attack were Rey, Mr. Bur- 
wash, Grand Ligne, general evangelist; C. 
W. Grenier, Grand Ligne, missionary; 
Madame Grenler, Mile, Desjardins and Mr, 
Taylor, The attack was a tierce one, and 
windows and doors sooy yielded to the 
shower of stones poured upon them. The 
poor preachers, cooped up there, withont 
any means whatever of defence, could not 
venture out, and were held prisoners until 
after some time a force of police came 
along and oleared the crowd, which was 
now composed of some 5,000,away. Seeing 
this the mob, robbed of its prey here, be- 
gan to seok another, aud away it went up 

the building belonging to Mr, Lavoie, at 
the corner of George and Richelieu streets, 
which is now occupied by the French 
Anglican mission, This nlases too, was 
wrecked, the windows, otc,, being do 
stroyed, 

There ia every reason to fear a recur- 
rence of the trouble, and the fact that a 
similar disturbance led to rather serious 
results a few yeara.ago, gave rise to the 
gravest apprehension on this score, 


The Riots Greatly Exaggerated. 


Queso, Aug. 8.—The sacking of the 
Baptist missionary in St. Roch’s ward was 
greatly oxaggerated by most newspapors.

Then They Have To.

Ite Great Growth In Canna and Ite Pab- 
Ho Beoognition 


There leno inore significant indication 


of the exlent of the trom ition apy: 
whoat growing to mixed rming, whioh 
bas 80 greatly contributed tu the prosperity 
of Ontarlo farmors than ie afforded by the 
phenomenal development of the cheeone {f- 
luatry Tt ju barely a geueration since the 
firat co-operative cheese factorios were 
started in thie province The oat de- 
velopment in cheese manufacture le almort 
entirely due to the factory system. In 
1864 the two firet cheese factortes of On 


tarlo were worked near Norwich by H 

voy Farrington and Andrew Smith, The 
Farrington factory was the more extonsive 
and provided a market for the milk of from 
190 to 140 cows, Horvey Farrington was 
subsequently concerned in the ostablish 
ment of other factories inthe province and 
is fairly entitled to be regarded na the 
pioncer of the system In 1861 the 
quantity of cheese made in the province 
wan 8, ,000 pounds, After the estab 
lishmont of co-operative factories each de 
cade showed a wonderfal increase in the 
production, In 1871 it “was 16,000,000 
pounds, {n 1881 60,000,000, and in 1891, 
82,000, b00, a record of phenomenal andat 


the samo time steady growth never ap 
proached by any other Canadian indnatry 
This great change in the dairylug indosiry 
had unquestionably been greatly stimulat 


ed by the foundation of the Dairy Axssoel- 
ation in 1867, since divided into the Bast 
orn and Western Dairymen'’sa Aseocl- 
ations, 

With the marked improvement: from year 
to yearin the quality of Canadian olers+ 
has sprung up ao increasing domand for 
this important article of consumption in 
Great Britain. The abundance of the sup 
ply bas {nu turn stimulated the demaud aud 
as choese has beon exported iu increasing 
volume to England the cousumption has 
been greatly augmented. In 1800 the 
population of Great Britain consumed 
three pounds of cheese per head yearly, In 
1891 the cousumption liad riven to six 
pounds por head, The exportation of 
Canadian cheese is aluiost eutirely to the 
United Kingdom and itis noteworthy that 
as the Canadian export has increased the 
shipmenta from the United States have faul- 
len off, The Americans in 1882 shipped 
121,904,755 pounds to Great Britain—in 
1891 this had fallen to 71,104,258 pounds, 

The total Canadian export of cheese bus 
increased from 974,785 pounds, valued at 
$123,494 in 1866, to 118,270,052 pounds of 
tho valuo of $11,652,412 in 1892. OF the 
total shipment 117,703,193 pounds went to 
the United Kingdom, According to the 
British returns for 1892, more cheese was 
imported into England from Canada than 
from any other country. ‘he Dominion 
supplied 46 per cent. of the total British 
import of oheese—the United States, the 
next Iargest exporter, supplying 86 per 
cent, 

The attention of the world having been 
directed to the superior qualities of Cana- 
dian cheese by the result of the yreat com- 

tition at the Chicago World’s Fair, the 

ritish demand for our dairy producte is 
likely to be still further augmented and! 
now markets will probably be opeued for, 
our output, Cheese now ranks as one of 
the leading staple productions of Canada. 
In recognition of this fact the management 
of the Toronto Industrial Exhibition have 
this year doubled the pase given for 
cheese at former fairs, and largely increas- 
ed the amount of space devoted to the 
cheese display. ‘The area sot apart for, 
cheese exhibits last year proved altogether 
inadequate so the entire Dairy Building, 
will this season be devoted to cheese and 
the display will be open during the whole 
of the Fair instead of only one week as 
formerly. Prizes are offered for June 
cheese, both white and colored, equal in 
number aud. amount to those given for 
August cheese. The entries far exceed in 
number thosa of any previous years, and 
among the competitors are a number from 
the Maritime Provinces. 


Wewfoundland’s Govorument Holds Out. 
Sr. Jouns, Nfid., Aug. 8.—The White- 
way party were again tricked yesterday 
while the indemnity bill was before the 
Legislative Council, The Whiteway mwem- 
bers of that body secured promises from 
unpledged members thereof which plaved 
the Government in the minority, The 
bill purposed indemnifying the Governor 
for the collection of duties since the revenue 
bill expired, Failure to pass it would 
overthrow the whole situation again. The 
| Whitewayites threatoned to defeat it 
; unless the Government pledged themselves 
to hold a general clection in November, so 
that all disqualified Whiteway members of 
the assembly could contest seats again. 
The government telegraphed one of their 
absout supporters and he resigned, They 
immediately appointed another temporarily 
whose vote is saved till he will resign next 
week when the Legislature will be closed 
in favor of the regular member. The 
revenue, supply and indemnity bills are

Island, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 
Another Is aiming to gut the maklog of 
butter during the winter joined to the 
making of choese in the same premises 
during the summer; and the third ls en- 
gaged in Improviog the quality of butter 
and chvese from all sections of a'l the pro- 
yincesto an equality with the best made 
apy where. 

One direct gato which js largely dae to 
the great success won by our obeese at Ohi- 
cago Jasb year at the World’s fair js evident 
from the market reports. For several weeks 
the reporta of the prices paid ab the chevse 
markets in Oanada, have been half a cent 
per lb. higher than the prices pala at the 
same time in the markets of tho Ualted 
States cqually distant from Great Britain, 
The Increased revenue to the farmors from 
this slone, fora Iike quantity of milk, for 
one svason Only, will represent seventy times 
more than the cost of exhibiting Cansdian 
dalry products at the World's Fair last year, 
The value of cheese exported from Oansda 
has grown from alx and three quarters m!'- 
lions of dollgrs in 1887, to nearly thirteen 
and a half millions of dollara in 1893, The 
re urns f r the year up to the end of Jane, 
1894, will probab!y show an fnorease of a 
milifon and s quarter of dollars over 1898, 

In this brief sketch, nothing has been sald 
of the work of the Dairying Service la Mau. 
{ooba and tne Northwest Terrltorles. That 
will be resorved for another article. Inthe 
meantime, there snd in other parts of the 
Dominion, the Dairying Service ts oarnestly 
trying to serve the farmers according to tha

THE AMERICAN TARIFF. 
Iron Ore and Coal the Only Hitech In the 
Conference, 

Wasurtnaton, Aug, 9—Tho ‘‘to-mor 
row’ upon which the tariff conferees have 
been for werks promising an avreement at 
lust gives promise of fulfilment, When 
they adjourned last night it was the under- 
atunding that at the session today the de- 
tails should be arranged and the Republi- 
eins could in theafternoon be informed of 
what their Democratic colleagues bad 
done, One of the most prominent man- 
agers on the part of the Senate made the 
oinphatio statement that to-day would see 
the end of the conference and that by 
nigbt there would be either an agreement 
or a yeneral break up of the conference, 

The bitch that still remains for settle- 
ment is iron ore and coal. So far us the 
principle is concerned these items seem to 
be disposed of finally; one of them is to 
be free and the other made dutiable, These 
matters were the subject of three distinct 
clunges, It was decided that iron ore 
should be made free absolutely and that 
coal should retain the rate of 40 oents a 
ton fixed by the Senate for a period of five 
years at the end of which time it was to be 
free. Subsequently a proposition was 
made to fix a sliding scale that should re- 
duce the duty a specific per centage euch 
year. This was antagonized, bunt the 
House men, anxious to gain as much in 
the way of concession as possible, per- 
sisted, and the result was that this matter 
was left for decision, 

At the conclusion of the conference one 
of the managers on the part of the Senate 
said that if there is anagroementthe sugar 
schedule would remain as it was published 
last weok to wit; 

Forty per cent. on raw sugar, 40 por 
cent, on raw sugar refined and 1-5o differ- 
ential on refined sugar. An effort was 
made in some quarters to have the House 
rate on lead ore, which greatly reduced 
the duties, restored, but this was not done, 
The Senate rate on tobacco will probably 
stand and whiskey, disposed of by the 
conferees some days ago, will be put bagk 
to the $1 agallon provided for in the House 
bill with the provision. however, that 
bonded period may be extended from 6 to 
B years by the payment after the eud of. 5 
years of au additional tax of five cents per 
gallon per year, It is also understood that 
the Senute provisions on woglens, cotton 
goods and the metal schedule have been 
cut into but little compared with the cuts 
upon which the House insisted. 

There are indications that the reason the 
conferees did not finally settle coal and 
jrol was that the Senate members might 
cousnit with their colleagues to see how 
the proposition received iy conference was 
received, 

A prominent member of the Conserys- 
tives was called upon by oneof-the-—con: 
ferces last evening for advice as to how he 
und his colleagnes should act in this muat- 
ter, and was told that the day for giving 
advice had passed, Tho conferees might 
now, this Senator said, bringin any kind 
of a report they pieascd aud the Senate 
would vote upon it.

The Report of the Directors Shows a 
Very Hoalthy State of Affairs. 

Alcer the opening exercises at the 20th 
annual mesting of the Oddfellows’ Rellef 
Assoclation, now in session, the report of 
the directors, read by Bro.

Railroad building at the rate of twenty-

mage, who Je now in Melbourne, Australia, 
on his routid-the-world tour, has chosen aa 
the subject of his for to diy 
through 4i@presa: ‘The Tragedy of Drvos, 
the text selected being, I, Pet, 3; 8, 4, 
“Whose wdorning let it not-be that ont 
ward adorning of plaiting the hair, and 
tho wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel; but let it be the hidden man of 
the heart.” 

That we should al) boclad is proved by 
the opening of tha first wardrobe in Paya 
dise, with ite apparel ofdarkgrosy. ‘hut 
we should all, as far as bur means allow us, 
be beantifully and gricefally appareled, iv 
proved by the fact that God never made a 
wave but He gilded it with golden sun- 
beams, or a tree but He garlonded it with 
blossoms, or a sky but He studded it with 
stars, or allowed even the smoke ofa fur- 
nace to ascend but he columned and tur- 
reted and domed and scrolled it into out- 
lines of indescribable gracefulness. When 
I seo the apple orchards of the spring, and 
_the pageantry of the autumnal forests, | 
come to the conclusion that if nature ever 
does join the church, while she may bea 
Quaker in the silence of her worship, stie 
never will be a Quaker in the style of her 
dress. Why the notches of a fern leaf, or 
the stamen of a water lily?’ Why, when 
the day departs, does it let the folding- 
doors of heayen stay open so long, when it 
might go in so quickly? One summer 
morning I saw an army of a million spears, 
each one adorned with o diamond of the 
firat water—I mean the grass with the dew 
onit, When the prodigal came home his 
father not only put a coat on his back, but 
jewelry on his hand, Christ wore a beard. 
Paul, the bachelor apostle, not afflicted 
with any sentimentality, admired the ar- 
_Taugement of a woman's hair when he said, 
in his epistle, ‘if a woman has long hair, 
it isa glory unto her.” There will be a 
fashion in heaven as on earth, but it will 
be a different kind of fashion. It will de- 
oide the color of the dress; and the popu 
lation of that country, by a beautiful law, 
will wear white, Ieay-these- things asa 
back-ground to my sermon, to show you 
that Ihave no prim, precise, prudish or 
east-fron theories on the subject of human 
apparel But§the goddess of fashion bis 
set up her throne in this world, aud at tlie 
sound of the timbrels we are. all expected 
to fall down and worship. ‘The Old and 
New Testament of her Bible are the fashion 
plates! Heraltara smoke with the sacri- 
fice of the bodies, minds-and.,souls of ten 
thousand victims, In her temple four 
people stand in the orgau loft, and from 
them comes down acold drizzle of music, 
freezing on the ears of ‘her worshippers. 
This goddess of fashion has be¢ome a rival 
of the Lord of heaven and earth, and it is 
high time that we unlimbered our bxtteries 
against this idolatry. When I come to 
count the victims of fashion, I find as 
many masculine as feminine, Men make 
Ab easy tirade against woman, as, though 
she were the chief worshipper at this 
idolatrous shrine, and no doubt some men 
inthemore conspionous part of the pew 
have already cast glances at the more re- 
tired partof the pew, their look a prophecy 
ofa generots distribution, My sermon 
shall be as appropriate for one end of the 
pew as for the otber.

ing bim three or four hundréd dollars, 
He ate up his whole fortuno, and had only 
one guinea left; with that he bought a 
woodcock, and had it dressed in the very 
best style, ate it, gave two hours for di- 
gestion, then walkéd ont on Westmitister 
bridge and threw himself intothe Thames, 
and died, doing on a large scale what you 
and I fave often seen done on a small 
scale, But men do not abstain from jnil- 
Mnery and elaboration of skirt through 
any superiority of homility, It is only 
because such appendages would bo a block 
ade to business What wonld sashes and 
trains three and a-half yards long do in a 
stook market? Ail yot men are the dis- 
olples of fashion just as women, Sono of 
them wear boots #o tight they can hardly 
walk in the paths of righteousness, And 
there are men who buy expensive suits of 
clothes and never pay for thém, and who 
go through the streets in great atripos of 
color like animated checker boards I 
aay those things because I want to show 
you that lam impartialin my discourse, 
and that both sexos, in the language of the 
Surroyate’s office, wlinll ‘‘share and abare 
alike.” As God may help me, I shall

His followers then revolted against the 
constitated autherity. Sie J. B, Tharston 
finally pnt them down with a constabulary 
force, after the revolting natives had 
raided several towns, wassacring people 
and mutilating aud eating the dead, after 
the oustom of fifty years ago. This was 
eee actof general cannibalism since 
1876. 

There is serious trouble in Queeuslaud 
between the shearers and the Pastoraliste’ 
Association, The shearers refase to agrees 
to sigu a proffered torm of agreement. In 
conseqneuce sheep owners have brought iu 
outsiders to mae aud atrikes followed. 
An incendiary leutlet ciroulated through 
pastoral cedires calls upon the shearers to 
make every roan join the nnion and thus 
build up a fund te obtain rifles and am- 
munition, “‘to fight squatters when the 
time comes.”

Lonpon, Aug. 14.—James E. Huddart 
the chief promoter of the 
cific Mail fine to Australia has senta long 
letter tothe Times rebutting the Allan 
steamship company’s arguments agaiust 
the proposed service, Hoe details an inter- 
view had with Mr. Robert Allan and Mr, 
Dunlop in which Mr, Dunlop said: “It is 
our business to discredit your project, but 
if you are going to succeed we cannot af- 
ford to be out of it,” Mr. Allan admitted 
the discovery that the company opposed 
the scheme would greatly discount any 
argumopts the company brought against 
t. 


Mr, Huddart contends that the letter 
sent by the Allans to the London Times on 
Angust 11 is a skilfal and adroit effort to 
kill the scheme in Londov. He denies 
that Canada insisted upon a speed of 20 
knots an hour. Even if that stipulation 
Were made, he says there isno more lia- 
bility to disaster with a speed of 20 knots 
than with a speed of 10 knots where ico 
and rocks are concerned. In oonolusion 
he says that the moment is opportune in 
every way to begin the new service, 
One of his reasons is, that the present

Lhe House Accepts the Bill From the 


Senate Unchanged, 


AWAITS GROVER'S SANCTION 
Separate Bills Wore Taken Up aod Passed 
Placing Coal, Iron Ore, Barbed 
Wire and Sugar on the 
Vroo List-Other 
Sohedales. 


Wasninorox, Aug. 14.—Last evening 
the Senute tariff bill, unchanged, unamend 
ed, untouched, was passed by the House 
aud the moasure now awails only the sig 


nature of the President or his failure to 
sign it within ten days to be enacted into 
alay, It was passed according to the 
programme arranged and ratified at a cau 
cus of Democrats, 

The cauous moet at 10 o'clock and ad 
journed at noon with the anderstanding 
that the Senate bill aud separate moasures 
placing coal, engar, iron, ore and barbed 
Wire on the free list should be put through 
the House before adjournment, but an un 
expected obstacle was encountered in the 
absence from Washington of Mr, Outh- 
waite, of Obio, a Democratio member of 
the committee on rules, whose presence 
Wis necetsary to enable the committee to 
bring in a special order for carrying out 
the cauchs arrangements, Mr, Onthwaite, 
who waenbsent on account of illness in 
hia family, appetred, however, at two 
o'clock, sud « Yéw winutes later the com 
mittee on rules reported the special order 
aud the Heuse entered into one of the 
grentest days in its history. 

Ihe special rule was agreed to after a 
short debate, hen the Senate bill was 
debated for two hours and after counter 
accusations by the Republicans and Dem 
oorits and severe arralguments of the ma, 
jority byseveral of its own members, the 
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PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 


bill was passed by a vote of 181 to 105. A 
uamber of Democrats yoted against the 
bill, while the Populists supported the 
majority, There was much applause 
when the troublesome measure was finally 
out of the way. 

Theu the separate bills placing coal, iron 
ore, barbed wire and sugar oa the free list 
was taken up i the order uamed and 
passed after debate of half an hour on 
each aud what wus probably the biggest 
day in the history of the House, from the 
standpoint of work accomplished came to 
ah end. ‘ 

The Bill as it Stands. 

The bill, which, barring a presidential 
veto, is now to be the law of the Jand in 
place of the MuKinley Act, provides the 
following rates of duty upon= the great 
staples which have been the bones of con- 
tention : 

All raw sugars 40 per cent. ad valorem; 
sugars above No. 16 (refined) 18 per cent. 
additional; soygars produced in bounty 
paying countries, 110 per cent) additional 
to these rates. Hawaiian sugar is still 
free under the reciprocity treaty. 

Iron ore, 40 cents per ton; pigs, $4 per 
ton; iron ore, steels rails, 7-20 of one cent 
per pound, Lead ore and dress 3-4 of 
one cent per pound; silver load bearing 
ore, the sume duty on the lead contained 
therein, 

Tobacco, for wrappers, $1.50 per pound 
unstemmed ; $2.25 stemmed. Cigara and 
cigurettes, $4 per pound and 25 per cent 
ad valorem, ; 

Coal, bituminous and large slack, 15 
cents per ton, 

Precious stones, cnt and uuset, 25 per 
cent ud valorem; set, 80 pers cent; uncut, 
10 per cent; glaciers and miners’ diamonds 
free. ; 

Tin plate 1 1-16 cents per pound after 
Oot, first. 

Marble, rough, 50 cette; dressed) 85 
cents per cubic foot, — 

White and red Tevd 1 1-2 cents per 
pound. Under the internal revenne .ésct- 
ious of the bill, pliying cards are taxed 
2 per cent on incomes above $4,000 is pro- 
vided for; also « tax on corporations of 
two per cent, 

Whiskey is taxed $1.10 per gallon, and 
the bonded period is fixed at eight years.

CLEVELAND'S POSITION 
Speculations As to What He Will Do 
With the Tariff Bill 


HE DOES NOT APPROVE OF IT 


Hut He May Permit It to 
Without Signing It—™r 


Iivcome Law 
Veat Ob- 
jects to the Measure Heing 
Called “Sugar 
Tariff Bill”

Wasninoton, Aug. 15,—Now that the 
tariff bill has boon passed by the Hotike 
the noxt subject of speculation is as to the 
Prosidont’s position regarding it, Will be 
sign itor pormit it to become a law with- 
out his signature or will his disapproval of 
the measure load him to veto it? There 
aro few who bolieve he will take so ox 
treme a course of vetoing the bill, There 
aro not many who believe the President 
will sign the bill, It is thought that his 
opposition to the measure is so strong that 
he cannot consistently Affix bis signature 
to it, but rather than have no tariff logis 
lation by this Congress ho will permit it 
to becomo a law without signing it, 

The Senate had early official notification 
yesterday of tho passage by the House of 
four bills placing on the freo list sugar, 
bituminous coal, irou ore and barbed wire. 
Assoon as the reading of the journal was 
finished a inossage announcing the passage 
of those bills and making no rsference to 
the tariff bill was delivered by the chief 
clerk of the House, Subsequently the bills 
were laid before the “Sonate, One after 
another wore read w firat time and went 
over on an objection by Mr. Mandersou 
(Rep., Nob.) to their second reading, Mr 
Vest (Dow,, Mo.) indicated a desire to have 
{hem taken up at once for consideration, 
but that was prevented by Mr. Mander 
son’s objection. In couneotion with these 
bills notice was given by Mr, Hill (Dew., 
N.Y.) that he would offer an amendment 
to eagh of them repealing all provisions of 
law iu regard to un income tax, An objec 
tion tothe third reading of the House 
joint resolution, extending the general av- 
propriations to the 24th of August, was 
made by Mr, Aldrich (Rep, RL) and that 
measure also wont oer, 

Mr, Vest (Dem, 40,) wuuifested much 
indignation to a resolution offered by Mr, 
Hale (Rep., Me.) to print 5,000 copica of 
the tariff bill as passed, and in whieh 
resolution the bill was described as the 
“Sugar trust tariff bill.” He declared 
that the Senator from Maine had no right 
to give the bill such an appellation and 
that his doing so was an outrage on the 
Senate, Tho resolution wenteover with- 
out action, 

There were numerous conferelices held 
on both sides of the Senate chamber, all 
of which had as their object the ascertain- 
ment of what steps shall be taken in re- 
gard to the four tariff bills sent over Ly 
the House, What the result will be ts 

roblematical, One of the promineut 
eaders of the Republicans expressed the 
belief that none of the bills would receive 
the affirmative action of the Seuate, and 
said that they would be either postponed 
orsentto the finance committees where 
they would remuin until the next session 
of Congrais at least. 

Republicans will have the LouiSiaua 
senators and the Populists on their side if 
they begin a fight against the free sugur 
bill aud Mr, Mandergon is authority for 
the statement that if the Democrats at- 
tempt to force that bill to the front they 
will precipitate « debate that will result 
in the wearing out of a quorum, It is 
understood some of the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Committee on finance will wait 
upon the Presideut aud urge him to keep 
congress in Session until the tariff bills 
have been acted upon. Should this wa 
terialize it is said a determiued effort at 
Ailibustering will begin. 

GEORGE SEALEY’S DEATH. 
The Coroner's Jury Returns a Verdict of 
Death by Poisoning. 

Vienna, Ont., Aug. 15.—Goorge Sealey, 
aretired wealthy farmer, parted some 
years ago from his wife, giving her $200 

er year to sign off all her claims against 

im. For the pasttwo years Mr, Sealey 
bas had as a housekeeper a Mrs, Robbins. 
About a yearago Mr, Sealey took sick, 
gradually growing worse until a month 
ago, when he died. The bulk of -his pro- 
perty he left to Mrs. Robbins. 

After his death a good deal of talk arose 
about the ciroumstances surrounding it,and 
some pecnilar letters being found a de- 
tective decided to investyate, He svon 
found evidence which he considered justi- 
fied him in laying an information before 
Dr. McLay, the county coroner, who at 
once issued a warraut to have the body of 
the deceased taken up and a post mortcur 
examination held. 

The examination was held about two 
weeksago by Drs, Sinclair and Hoover, 
and resulted in traces of poison being dis- 
covered. Subsequently the stomach, liver 
and kidusys were taken by Detective Clay- 
ton to London and given to Prof. Harris, 
the Dominion aualyist, to analyze. The 
inquest was resumed on Monilay, Prof. 
Harris was present and awore that he 
had analyzed the liver, kidneys and stom- 
ach and had found three grains of arsenic. 
The case was given to the jury at 6 p.m., 
and after being ont about an hour they 
brought in a verdict that Mr, Sealey came 
to his death by poison administered by 
sone person or persons unkuown,

Hardly had the 
last of the Inmates of the forb lesued from 
her gates, and tho tri colored flag of Franco 
been placed on the ramparts, when tho 
Indian allies of the French fell upon the 
British soldiers, and men, womon and 
children were massacred In cold blood, “In 
one red burial blent.” Only a yoar or two 
ago & now road was opened to the fort, and 
skelotons, swords, metal buttons and other 
sad rellos were found. This terrible event 
cast a blemish never to be removed from 
the escutcheon of Montcalm. We vialted 
a ospiritasiist camp meeting, which we 
learned was boing held on the eastern side 
of the lake in thelr new anditorlum. A 
falr audience of nice looking people had 
saeembled to listen to an address by Mrs. 
Olwra Banks on Spirituallam, The address 
was an excollentone. Her text was the 
word ‘toil taken from am poem of 
Whittlers, which che read, Mrs, Banks 
olalms to be under the control of angels, 
and to be entirely ignorant of what she Is 
speaking.

J. D, Jerrold Kelloy givea an in 
toroating oliapter of Superstitions of the 
Sea’ ju the July number of the Contury 
After studying them tatrly well, le doubts 
if modern sailors are moro superstitious 
than any other class with equal training 
nid opportunities. I believe thaPevery 
body is leaveued with superstition, he 
aaYS, notably tho noilsiest scolfers, 
and those mountebanks, the Thirteen 
Olubs, for these yontry protest too much 
It seems to be a human inatinot modified 
by racial inheritances and developments, 
In the youth of tho world its munifosta 


tlons wore tho oarliest recorded utterances 
of mon concerning tho visible phenomena 
of the universe, and its grip on simple 
words was an outgrowth of tho fear of the 
unknown. Of all peoplo, sailors must 
deal at first band, aud helplessly to some 
degree, with the most unknowable, uncon 
troliable of material problems, the sea, 
and it ia only natural that their fulk lore 
should be, in part, land stories fitted with 
sea meanings, and iv part blind explana 
tions of sea phenomena, ~both being main 
tained valorously by the grnosome con 
sorvatism of the seaman, even after rational 
causes come &> the resciie, 

In oarlier days superstition was as much 
apart of every ship asthe water she was 
to float in; for it entered with the wood 
soarfed into hor keel, and climbed to the 
flags and garlauds waving at her mast 
heads; {tran riotously at her launching, 
controjled ber name, her crew, and car 
goos; it timed her days and hours of sail 
ing, and conveyed her yoynges, It sum 
woned apparitions for her ill-fortune, and 
evoked portents and signs for her pros 
perity; it made winds blow foul or fair, 
govetned hor successful ventures and ar- 
rivals, and, when her work was done, 
promlsed a port of rest somewhere off the 
shores of Fiddler's Green, where all good 
sailors rest eternally, or threutenod foul 
poor oes deep in the uncanny locker of 

avy Jones of ballad momory. 

In many countries stolen wood was mor 
tised into tho keel, as it mado the ship sail 
faster at night; though if the first blow 
struck in fashioning this keel drew Gite, 
the ship was doomed to wreck upon ber 
maiden voyage. Silver (usually a coin) 
piheed in the mainmaststep went for lucky 

entures, and misguided indeed was the 
owner who permitted any of the unlucky 
to ehter into the construction, 
Something of the ceremonious character 
given to launchings survives to this day; 
whereas old ships were decked with flowers 
gud crowns of leaves, flags now flutter; the

glass, a dislike so pronounced that ‘‘sea- 
lawyer” is a very bitter term of reproach, 
and “‘land-shark” isa synonym. Clerzy- 
men—priests and parsons—are unlucky,

o'clock ull was ready. Caserio shouted; 
“Courage, comrades, Lony live anarchy.”

Caserio and Uls Crime, 

Santo Caxerio was burnin the little town 
of Motta-Visconti, Lombardi, on Septem- | 
ber 8, 1873. He was then the youngest of | 
six children, Whon he was 14 years of | 
ago he was apprenticed to a baker at Milan, 
At this period of bis life le is said to have 
been exceedingly docile, with a distinct re- 
ligious tendency, ‘Two yeara ago, how- 
ever, he fell uuder the influence of the 
anarchists.’ Everywhere he was in rela- 
tions with French and foreign anarchists, 
aud some months ago he was thrown into 
prison for distributing anarchist handbills 
outside the barracks at Milan. He remain- 
ed five months in prison and on being re- 
leased took refuge iu Switzerland. Thence 
he went to Cette, where he gota place asa 
baker in the house of one Vialn. He con- 
tinued to work up to Juno 23 of this year, 
except for a month passed in the hospitals 
in Jangary aud February, 

On June 23 he quarrelled with his mas- 
ter and was disiuissed, Fortuwith he | 
went to Guillaume Viaux, a cutler, and } 
bought a dagger, For several months he | 
afterward said his mind had been made 
up to execute a coup, His plun at last 
became defiuBe, He decided to kill the 
President of the republic, of whose visit to 
Lyons he liad leurned. Cnserio reached 
Lyons the same night. He bought a paper 
containing a programme of tho fetes in 
honor of the President's visit and went 
witi the crowd to the Rue de la Repub- 
liqne. 

The President had goue to Lyons to at- 
tend the opening of the Industrial Exhibi- 
tion. On the evening of Sunday, June 24, 
he attended a banquet at the Palais du * 
Commerce atid lefe shortly after nine 
o'clock to drive to the Grand theatro 
where a gala performanco had been ar- 
ranged in his honor. In the neighborhood 
of the Bourse, Caserio ran towards tbe | 
Prosident’s vehicle, sprang to the step and 
buried the dagger in the President's breast. 

His trial was begun in Lyons August 2, 
aud lasted only two days. The aasassin 
would not say «a word to incriminate 
others, decluring that he had no accom- * 
plices, ‘The jury after an absence of fif- | 
teen minutes returned a verdio. of guilty 
and Caserio was sentenced to death. Tho ' 
sentence was confirmed two days ago by 
the pardons committee.

Pacific liver Tacoma, which left Yokohama 
on August 1, ariived yesterday, complet. 
ing the fastent passaye she ever made. 
There was no incident of special import 
Alice in the trip and war had not boen de- 
olared formally between China aud Japan 
before her sailing, although hostilities had 
beon instituted. 

Fnil particnlara of the sinking of the 
Chinese troop sip Kow Shing while flying 
the British flag were received at Yokohoma 
® fow days prior to the Tacoma's depar- 
ture, and speculation was rife as to what 
action England would take, war not having 
beon declared when the Kow Shing was 
cleared by the British cousul, aud there- 
fore being a simple merchautman flying 
the English colors 

The English press of Japan unite in ex- 
preswing contempt for *‘Japan's great 
naval victory,” and the general toue of 
their editorials on the war is strongly con- 
domuutory of Japan's policy.

yo4, 478, 058, and if the duties are removed 
from the other articles specified as well as 
sugar the deficit will be $29,478,058, not 
including $2,363,000 of the Pacific rail- 
roads maturing this year, payment of 
which is guaranteed by the government. 
With the articles of sugar, ete., dutiable, 
as in the Senate bill, the Secretary antici- 
pates a surplus of $15,000,000.

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 16.—The 
Democratic state convention adopted a 
platform which says; ‘‘We denounce all 
tariff protection of whatever kind as a 
frand and robbery of the American people 
for the benefit of the few.

There was ating when thero were no 
dictionarics Then the master sat in the 
midwt of bis pupils, and explained to them 
the myateries of words, and tougot them 
how to preserve the words in manuscript. 
But as people multiplied, and the demand 
for kuowledge increased, pupils became 
masters in distant lands, 
schools and thoir teachors, where their 
only reference was the precious manuscript 
of their own copying 

The pupil master met with great difficult- 
joa and many failures in his efforts to 
change the master tongue into the language 
or dialect familiar to the pupils who sur 
rounded hin, By reason of. these diffi 
cultios and failures he was forced to study 
out the best manner of expressing the mya. 
terious characters, and having succeeded 
in this, he would write the meaning, or 
gloss, aa it was termed, in his manuscript, 
above the word or phrase that had given 
him trouble, And the vory firet word thus 


marked, or glossed, by tho first of these |

The making of manuscripts advanced 
with the spread of knowledgo, until taey

‘Their word books were con- 
strnoted in a quaint, rambliug, delightful 
style. 

The first reul dictionary was compiled by 
John of Genoa, and printed by Guttenberg 
himself, in 1460, The first Inglish dic- 
tionary was written by Richard Francis, a 
Norfoik man. It was a very sinall affair, 
with but few pages, and was called ‘The 
Little Expositor, or the Little Discloser.” 
It coutained only neuns and verbs, tho 
nous in one list aud the verbs in another, 

This was followed by 
Auglicum,” dated 1483, which remained 
in manuscript form until 4 few years age, 
when the Early English Text Society was 
granted the privilege of publishing it, A 
more pretentious word book was compiled 
by Richard Halvet in 1552, It was divid- 
ed into sections, Kuglish, DLativ, and 
French.

was ignorant of the French definition, he 
apologized aud omitted it.

Why do joints work so easily and never 
give us any pain? In a fresh joint ita ay- 
pearance in life can be readily studied. In 
the ball and socket joint the round end of 
the bone, as well as the cup, are civered or 
lined with a smooth substance called ‘cart 
ilage,”’ or “‘gristle” kept moist and smooth 
with synovia. Cartilage contains no 
nerves, and hag no feeling; if it had, we 
should have pain when we moved. The 
bones are hept in place at the joiuts b; 
strong bands or ligaments; in hinge joints 
anumber of these bands are fastened 
above aud below, but in ball and socket 
joints they also surround tho joiut, form 
ing a cap, in which the joints move freely, 
"In disease this smooth cartiluse gets worl 
taway, aud the ends of bane rub together 
like those of a skeleton; the pain is great, 
because the bones hive nerves, though the 
cartilage has nolie. A bone without eart- 
ilage is like adecay.d tooth with an ex- 
posed nerve, In a healthy tooth the nerve 
is well covered, and vives no pain; and in 
4 healthy bone tlic nerves are thore, but 
they aro only felt whe the cartilage is 
worn away.—London Hospital

Wasuninoton, Aug. 17.—Doubt still ex 
ists in the minds of many importers as to 
the assessment of duty on goods arriving 
iu this country prior to or on the day the 
tariff bill becomes effective, but not form: 
ally entered until after the bill has become 
a law. 

It is explained at the treasury depart- 
ment that the bill will not go into effect 
until the day after the President's signa 
ture is affixed, or the law becomes opera 
tive through the expiration of the ten days 
limit, If the bill were signed to-day, 
Friday, Aug. 17, it would become opera 
tive at one second after midnight, or atthe 
beginning ot Saturday, August 18. There- 
fore, as the law docs not become operative 
until the day following its approval, or the 
last day of the limitation, goods reaching 
a United States port on the day of signa 
ture, are subject to assessment under the 
McKinley tariff, and it will not ayail the 
importers anything by waiting until the 
following day to maké entry. In case, 
however, where goods arrive on the day 
preceding the date of effect and are as- 
sessed under the McKinley law, rerands 
of any excess of duty over the senate law 
will almost certainly be made, 

Amendments to tlre Four Tariff Bfls. 

The Seyate showed itself yesterday to 
be of a practical turn of mind and rather 
inclined to action than to discussion. It 
passed with only the briefest statement 
the bill reported by Senator Hill for the 
exclusion and deportation of alien anarch- 
ists’ Tt dlannatd of the bill to place on 
the free list sugar, coal, iron ore and 
barbed wire by referring exch of them to 
the Finance Committee by votes of nearly 
2tol, 

Various notices were given of amend- 
ments to the four independent tariff bills 
aud it will be within the competency of 
the Finance Committee to consider and 
pass upon them. These amendments were 
to restore the MeKinley Act duties in wool 
by Mr, Dolph; to repeal the new tariff bill, 
by Mr. Aldrich; and to continue the suger 
bounty until July 1, 1905, by Mr. Mander- 
son.

SATANITAS' SPLENDID VICTORY 


The Vigilant’s Skipper Claims the Race 
Was a “Pat up dob," 

Rypx, Aug, 17,—Whatever chance the 
Vigilant may bave had in the race yester- 
day for the Ryde town cup, valued at $500, 
she was forced to sacrifice itin jockeying 
with the Britannia, which clung to her 
throughout the contest, occasionally foro 
ing her into shallows, where in windward 
work she found it impossible to use the 
foll depth of her board and thus made 
leeway, which was beneficial to the Bri- 
tannia, The object of the skipper on the 
Prince's cutter seemed to be to help the 
Satanita to win tho race, That, Captain 
Hank Haff described in an interview after 
the race, was undoubtedly Capt. Carter's 
scheme, 

The Yankee skipper says that after 
crossing the line the Britannia rau up on 
his port or weather quarter and blanketed 
him, Then the wily Briton made an effort 
to cross the white sloop’s bows and Capt. 
Haff luffed up to prevent this The 
jockeying, always forced on the Yaukeo 
skipper, continued until the two boats 
wore two miles off the course. This en- 
abled the Satanita to win, which she did 
by a handsome margin. She vanquished 
the Britannia by 6 minutes and 23 seconds 
and the Vigilant by 7 minutes and 50 
seconds. On corrected time the Vigilant 
was beaten by the Satanita 8 minutes and 
2 seconds aud by the Britannia 3 minntes 
and 31 seconds. 

As the tusslers approached Cowes, close- 
bauled, a heavy rain-squall lashed up 
from tipped seas and the yachts heeled 
heavily to port. The Vigilant demon- 
strated that she was made for wrestling 
with weather by reducing the lead of the 
Britannia tol minute, 20 seconds or 50 
seconds since Jeaving the Spit. Ino the 
run from Cowes the Vigilant lost? seconds 
to the Britannia, 55 seconds to the Satan- 
ita. ‘Time at finish; Satanita, 3:36:00; 
Britannia, 8:42:23; Vigilant, 3:48:50, 

The average strevgth of the wind during 
the race was less than 10 knots, Capt. 
Haff says the victory of the Satanita was 
a‘‘putup job.” Itis somewhat doubtful 
on this account whether the Vigilant will 
enter the race to-day for the Royal Vic- 
toria around the Isle of Wight for the 
Commodore's Cup, valued at $400 to go to 
the winner and a prize of $200 for the se- 
cond, The Satauita, Britannia, Vigilant, 
Corsair, Carina, and Namara have been 
entered in this race. 

The Vigilant and Britannia will sail on 
Saturday 15 miles outside the Needles and 
back or the reverse for the Wolverson cup.

Yhe Berlin correspondent of the Dally 
Nows siys that the negotiations for the 
Chinese war loan are still proceeding. It 
is ramored that the Rothschilds will assist 
in floating the loan, 

Tho Boersen Courier of Berlin says that 
the nmountof the loan is reported to be 
£10,000, 000, 

A despatch from Yokohama says: “The 
Japanese government lias anvounced its 
decree for an early revision of the treaties 
with European vowers giving foreigners 
lnnd-holding taxation privlleges aud graut- 
hr the right of trial in their own consular 
courts,

Euthusiasm in Japau 

The Sbhaughal correspondent of the 
Times says 50,000 Japaneso troops have 
been landed in Corea, and that more are 
landing alinost constantly. The Chinese 
fleet is pussive, 9 "In Japan the war fever 
is intense aud unigersal,’ says the corre- 
spoudent, ‘*I'he press and popular ora- 
tors, both under official control, are 
developing schemes for the conquest of 
Mauchuria, As the Japavese government 
continues to exercise a strict censorebip 
over all news, everything reported con- 
cerning the war is extremely partisan,” 

The rice of Celestials’ Hends, 

The Central News correspondent in 
Shanghai saya the governor of Formosa 
has published a schedule of rewards for 
Chinese who capture or destroy Japanese 
ships, or kill or capture, Japauese soldiers 
or sailors. ‘The soldiers or sailora may be 
taken dead or alive. The governor offers 
6,000 taels or almost $2,000 for the de- 
struction of a big Japanese warship, For 
the destruction or capture of a small war- 
ship he promises 4,000 taels or about 
$1,200. ‘Two hundred taels will be pai 
for the head of a Japanese officer and 1 
taels for a head of a Japanese private. 

News Ver Steamer Tacoma. 

Victorta, B, C. Aug. 17.—Oriental pa- 
pers, which were received by the stenm- 
er Tacoma, differ as to the relative 
strength of China and Japan but the opin- 
jon prevails that, taken everything into 
consideration, they és on tolerably equal 
terms.

WELLMAN WILL TRY IT AGAIN. 


He Will Make Another Attewpt to Reach 
the Pole in 1806, 


Tromsor, Norway, Aug. 17.—Walter 
Wellman and his companions with the 
crew of the wrecked steamer Ragnvald 
Jarl arrived here from Spitzbergen aboard 
the fishing yacht Berutine. Wellman says 
that the expedition had almost reached 
the eighty-first parallel of latitude when 
forced to turn back on Muy 12. Many 
hardships were suffered.

BIG BLAZE IN MONTREAL. 


The Building and Machinery of a Steam 
Laundry Dostroyed—Loss $50,000, 


Monrreav, Aug. 17,—The visiting fire 
mev, who are present in Montreal attend- 
ing the fire chiefs convention, were given 
a finé opportunity last night to witness 
the Montreal firemen handle a fire. 

Shortly after eleven o’clook fire started 
in Reid’s fruit establisliment, next door to 
the Montreal Steam Laundry on St. Anto- 
ine street, und before the firemen reached 
the spot it had communicated with the 
Inundry, The brigude were quickly on 
the spot, but the fire which had gained a 
sure foothold had made rapid headway, 
and the whole block was soon in flames. It 
then became a fight between the firemen 
and the element. An immense crowd of 
people were attracted to the scene from 
from all parts of the city and amongat the 
firemen were many of the visiting firemen, 
who gave all the assistance possible. 

During the fire the electric wires in the 
neighborhoud were cut and the whole 
street car service stopped, 

The Montreal laundry building was al- 
most completely destroyed, The loss will 
probably be heavy as the building con- 
tained a quantity of very valuable machin- 
ery which will be badly damaged. ‘The 
lanndry people estimate their loss at over- 
$50,000,

for the pests nex spring and summer, 
thanke to the Information recelved from 
the Director of the Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa.

Visibility of Colored Lights,

REV, OR. TALMAGE ON THE PREVAIL 
ING THEME, SUICIDE 


Text “Do Thyself No lMarm’ 


Many Heautifal and Picturesque Wore 


Imagen, 


who is now abroad, has selected as the 
subject for to-day’s sermon through the 
press the word ‘‘Suicide,” 
Acts 16: 27, 28: "He drow 


that the prisoners had been fled 


thyself no harin, ” 

Hero is a would-be suicide arrested in 
his deadly attempt, He was a sheriff, and, 
acosrding tothe Roman law, a bailiff bim- 
self must suffer the punishment due an es- 
caped prisoner; and, if the prisoner brenk- 
ing jail was sentenced to be endungeoned 
for three or four years, then the sheriff 
must be endungeoned for three or four 
yeara; and, if the prisoner breaking jail 
was to have suffered capital punishment, 
then tho sheriff must suffer capital punish- 
ment, 

The sheriff had received especial charge tu 
keep a sharp lookont for Paul to and Silas 
The government had not had confidence in 
bolts and bara to keep safe these two 
clergymen, about whom there secined to 
be somethiug strange and suvernataral, 

Sure enough, by miraculous power, they 
are free, and the sheriff, waking out of a 
sound sleep, and supposing these mini-tera 
have run away, and knowing that they 
wore to die for preaching Christ, and real- 
izing that he must therefore die, rather 
than go under the exeoutiouer’s axe on the 
morrow and suffer public disgrace, resolves 
to precipitate his own decease, But be- 
fore the sharp, keen, glittering dagger of 
the sheriff could strike his heart, one of 
tho unloosened prisoners arrests the blade 
by the command, ‘Do thyself no harm,” 

Tn olden time, and when Christianity had 
not interfered with it, suicide was consid- 
ered honorable and a sign of courage, 
Demosthenes poisoned himself when told 
that Alexander's ambassador had demand- 
od the surrender of the Athenian orators, 
Is6erates killed himself rather than sur- 
render to Philip of Macedon. Cato, rather 
than submit to Julins Giesar, took his own 
life, and after three times his wounds had 
been dressed tore them open and perished, 
Mithridates killed himself rather than sub- 
mit to Pompey, the conqueror, Hannibal 
destroyed his life by poison trom his ring, 
considering life unbearable. Lycurgus a 
Bulcide, Draws asuicidé.” Arter the Uisase- 
er of Moscow, Napoleon always carried 
With him a preparation of opium, and one 
night his servant heard the ex-emperor 
arise, put something in a glass and drink 
it, and soon afterthe groans aroused all 
the attendants, and it was only through 
utmost medical skill he was resuscitated 
from the stupor of the opiate. 

Times have changed, and vet the Amer- 
ican conscience needs to be toned up on 
the subject of suicide. Have you seen a 
paper in the last month that did not an- 
nounce the passage out of life by one’s own 
behest? Defaulters, alarmed at the ide of 
exposure, quit life precipitately. Moen los- 
ing large fortunes go out of the world bo- 
cause they cannot endure earthly existence, 
Frustrated affection, domestic infelicity, 
dyspeptic impatience, anger, remorse, 
envy, jealousy, destitution, misanthropy 
are considered sufficient causes for ab- 
sconding from this life by Paris green, by 
laudanum, by belladonna, by Othello’s 
dagger, by halter, by leap from the abnt- 
ment of a bridge, by firearms. More cases 
of ‘‘felo de so” in the last two years ot the 
world’s existence. The eyil is more and 
more spreading. 

A pulpit not long ago expressed some 
doubt as to whether there was really any- 
thing wrong abont qnitting this life when 
it became disagreeable, and there are found 
in respectable circles people apologetic for 
the crime which Panl in the text arrested. 
I shall show you before I get through that 
suicide is the worst of all crimes, and I 
shall lift a warning unmistakable, But in 
the early part of thissermon I wish to ad- 
mit that some of the best Christians that 
have ever liked have committed soelf-de 
struction, but always in dementia, and 
not respousible. I have no more doubt 
about their eternal felicity than I have of 
the Christian who dies in his bed in the 
delirium of typhoid fever. While tho 
shock of the castrophe is very great, I 
charge all those who have had Christian 
friends under cerebral aberration step off 
the boundaries of this life, to have no 
doubt about their happiness. The dear 
Lord took them right out of their dazed 
and frenzied state into perfect safety, 
How Christ feels towards the insane you 
may know from thé kiud way ho treated 
the demoniac of Gadara and the child 
lunatic, and the potency with which he 
hushed the tompests cithor of sen or brain. 

Scotland, the land prolific of intellectual 
giants, had none grander than Hugh Mil- 
ler, Great for science and great for God 
He came of the best Highland blood, and 
he was 4 descendant of Donald Roy, 4 man 
eminent for his piety and the rare gift of 
second -sigzht, His attainments, climbing 
up as he did from the quarry and the wall 
of stonemason, drew forth the astonished 
admiration of Buckland and Murchison, 
tho sciontists, and Dr, Chalmers, the theo 
logian, and held uudlversities spellbound 
while he told them tho story of whet he 
had seen of God in the old red sandstone 

That man did more than any being that 
over lived to show that the God of the bills 
is the God of the Bible, and he struck his 
tuning-fork on the rocks of Cromarty until 
he brought geology and theology accordant 
in divine worship. His two books, entit] 
ed ‘Footprints of the Creator,” and the 
“Testimony of the Rocks,” proclaimed the 
banne of an everlasting marriage between 
genuine sclonce and rovelation

While we muke this merciful and righte 
ous allowance in royard to those who were 
plunged into mental Inevherence, I declare 
that the man who in the use of his reason, 
by Jiis own act, snaps the bond between 
his body and his soul, goes, straight into 
perdition. Shall I prove it? Revelations 
218; “Murderers shall lave their part 
iu the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone,” You do not believe the New 
Testament? Then, perhaps, you will bo- 
Neve the ‘Ten Commandwents, *’Thou 
shalt not kill,” Do you say all these pas- 
B.yes refor to the taking the life of otliers? 
Then [ask you if you are not as responsi- 
bie for your own life ag for the life of 
others? God gave you a special trust in 
your life, He made you the custodian of 
your life as He made you. the custodian of 
no other life. He gave you as weapons 
with which to defend it, two arms tostrike 
back assailants, two eyes to watch for in- 
yasion, and a natural love of life which 
onght ever to be on the alert. Assassina- 
tion of others it is a mild crime compared 
with the assassination of yourself, because 
in the latter cage it is treachery to an es- 
pecial trast, it is the surrender of a castle 
you were especially appointed to keep, it 
is treason to a natural law and it is treason 
to God added to ordinary murder. 

Toshow how God in the Bible looked 
upon this crime, I point you to the rognes 
picture gallery in some parts of the Bible, 
the pictures of the people who have com- 
mitted this unnatural crime, 

All the good men and women of the Bible 
left to God the decision of their earthly 
terminus, and they could have said with 
Job, who had aright to commit suicide if 
any wun ever nid—Wiat with lis destroy- 
ed property, and his body all aflame with 
insufferable carbuncles, and everything 
gone from bis home except the chief curse 
of it, a pestiferous wife, aud four garrul- 
ous people pelting him with comfortless 
talk while he sitson a heap of ashes 
scratching his scabs with a piece of broken 
pottery, yet crying out in triumph:—‘‘All 
the days of my appointed time will I wait 
till my change come.” 

Notwithstanding the Bible is against this 
evil, and the aversion which it creates by 
the loathsome and ghastly spectacle of 
those who have hurled themselves ont of 
life, aud notwithstanding Christianity is 
against it, and the arguments and the use- 
ful lives and the illustrious deaths of the 
disciples, it is a fact alarmingly patent 
that suicide is on the increase, What is 
thecause? [charge upon Infidelity and 
Agnosticism this whole thing. Ifthere be 
no hereafter, or if that hereafter be bliss 
ful without reference to how we live and 
how we die, why not move back the fold- 
ing doors between this world and the next? 
And when our existence here becomes 
troublesome, why not pass right cyer into 
Elysium? Put this down among your 
most solemn reflections, and consider it 
after you go to your homes; there has 
never been a case of suicide where the 
operator was not either demented, and 
therefore irresponsible, or an iufidel, I 
challenge all the agés, and I challenge the 
whole universe, There never has been a 
case of welf-destruction while in full appre- 
ciation of his immortality and of the fact 
that that immortality would be glorious or 
wretched according as fie accepted Jesus 
Christ or rejected Him 

You say it is business trouble, or you say 
itis electrical currents, or it is this, or it 
is that, or it is the other thing, Why not 
go clear back, my friend, and acknowledge 
that in every case it is the abdication of 
reason or the teaehing of infidelity which 
practically says, “If you don’t like this 
life, get out of it, and you will land either 
in wunihilation, where theré ara no notes 
to pay, 10 persecutions to suffer, no gout 
to torment, or you will land where there 
will be everything glorious and nothing to 
pay for it.” Infidelity always has been 
apologetic for  self-immolation, After 
Tom Patne’s ‘Aye of Reason” was publish- 
od and widely read there was a marked in- 
crease of self-slanghter. 

A man in London heard Mr, Owen de 
liver his infidel lecture on Socialism, and 
went home and sat down and wrote these 
worda:—‘‘Jesus Christ is one of the weak- 
est cliaracters in history, and the Bible ix 
the greatest possible deception,” aud then 
slot himself, David Hume wrote these 
--‘It would be no crime for me to 
divert the Nile or the Danube from its 
natural bed, Where, then, cau be the 
crime in my diverting » few drops of blood 
channel?” And hay 
ing written the essay, he loaned it to a 
friend; the filend read it, wrote a letter of 
thanks and admiration, and thon shot him

PRETORIA, Sonth African Republic, Ang. 
18,—Th« rebellion of the Kaftirs is assum- 
inv alacMing proportiotis aud thewfforts 
of the authorities of the repul lie to sup: 
press it have up jo the present proved nn- 
availing. The Transvaal mounted police 
detachment, which has been attempting 
to relieve the garrison at Agatha, besieged 
by the Kaffirs for some days past, lias been 
re_ulsed with, it is feared, serious José, 
Emboldened by their success, the Kaflirs 
pursued the retreating troovers and made 
au attack upon the main column of the 
Boer forces. ‘he Kaffirs were driven back, 
but the advance of the column las been 
retarded, 

From the Boer settlements alony the 
Letaba river cotne reports of seyere fight- 
ing between isolated parties of retreating 
Boers aud the Kaffirs, who are burning the 
Boer homesteads all along the river, The 
Boers are fleeing before the Kaflir advance, 
taking with them all their portable pro 
perty, but large quautities of provisions 
and cattle haye necessarily fallen into the 
bands of the Kaflirs. 

The latter have murdered a umber of 
Boer farmers aud their wives and chiidren 
aud the fiercest feelings of the Boers have 
beeu aroused against the rebeilious natives. 

In the Zontpansbery district devilish 
outrages have been committed, and lare 
numbers of women and children hase 
been killed and a Jarge amount of property 
has been destroyed. 

In all the disturbed districts the mail 
aud passenger coaches have been stopped, 
muny of the passengers havo been killed, 
aud the coaches, after having been looted, 
have been destroyed and the mules stolen. 

The Murchison road is entirely closed. 
The Kafiirs are reported to have erected a 
strong barricade across it, a point where 
it passes between two hills, aud they are 
said to have prepared to defend this poiut 
vigorously. ‘he government is reinfore- 
ing its column of troops as rapidly a8 pos- 
sible, and it is expected that an advance 
in force will be made upon the Kailirs to- 
day.

Kice Cultivation In Madagascar. 

The cultivation of rice in Madagascar ia 
highly developed in the interior of the 
island, but much less along the coast, where 
the lazy, careless natives find the land 
more fertile aud the temperature more 
favorable. In some places, as in the 
neighborhood of Tavanarive, immense 
marshes, subject to annual inundations 
and the source of malignant fevers, bave 
been transformed into rice fields, In the 
mountainous parts the rice fields ure in 
terraces on the slopes of the mountains 
and the hills or in the high valleys. The 
water coming upon the high ones, passes 
successively to each level. There are some 
remarkable works of this kind, and one 
often sees these tiers of rice fields raised 
to the very summit of the high mountains, 
where the water is conducted by means of 
little canals running at the flank of the de- 

clivities and bringing the water frequently 
several kilometera.—Scientitic American,

TO ASSASSINATE DUPUY. 


A Vicious Plot Against tho Life of the 
(Frepoh Premier Frustrated. 

Paris, Aug. 18,—Lo Journal says the 
police have frustrated an anarchist plot to 
assassinate Premier Dupuy. The premier 
is in Vernet Les Bains, not far from the 
Spanish border. He is accompanied by 
three Paris detectives, as rumors of a plot 
against his life have been numerous re- 
ceutly. These detectives are supposed to 
have detected the plot through the pres- 
ence of several militant anarchists in the 
neighborhood of Vernet. The anarchists 
had been warued of their danger before 
the police expected to arrest them and 
fled to Spain, 

Further details ofthe plot against Pre- 
mier Dupny's life have been ascertained 
and they confirm in most respects the in- 
formation published by Le Journal. 

The main plot was hatched in Barce- 
lona by Spanish and fugitive anarchists. 
Three meu were designated by lot to exe- 
cute it, They were to cross the border 
abont the middle of August, and were to 
assassinate the Premier during his absence 
from Paris, 


U.S, Gold Reserve Increases, 
Wasuincton, Aug. 18.—The gold re.

“Each of suid corporations, associatious, 
porson or persons slall ouly be perinitted 
to divert any portion of the waters of said 
river in such amounts and npon sich con- 
ditions and for such compensation to the 
State as the said commissioners.or officials 
shall determine.” 

“Bat this section shall not be so con- 
strned as to prevent the legislature frou

Japan, with ita slender resources of men 
and money, can be no match in the long 
ran for China's millions. The magnitude 
of the preparations might well nuke Japan 
pause if she bad not already proceeded too 
far to extricate herself without the loss of 
prestige. But this is impossible and the 
two natigns now stand committed to war. 

The Battle at Song Hwan, 


The following account of the battle at 
Song Hwan ia published in a Japanese 
paper: 

Our army was drawn up in battle array 
at Cahil Won, while the Chinese. troops 
were pusted at Song Hwan and Phyoug 
Thaik. Now, between the two armies lay 
atrack of rice swamp, througli which 
flows a small river. Our troops fought 
very hard with this river between them- 
selves.and the enemy. But it being very 
difficult to cross this stream under fire, a 
party was despatched by the way of Chik 
San, so as to make a flank attack on the 
Chinese, The Chinese were not prepared 
for this move, and they were easily put to 
flight, 

The number of Chinese enyaged in this 
fight is stated to have been 2,300. — 

Panic io Financial Circles. 

A panic prevails ju Japanese financial 
gircles on account of the Corea imbroglio, 
says the Asahai, Banks baye suspended 
their‘loans while deposits are being fast 
withdrawn. Capitalists are unwilling to 
invest as they expect to have an oppor- 
tunity of making large profits through the 
panic, The money market is now very 
stiff, ‘‘Bat” continues the Asahaj, ‘'this is 
more due to the influeuce drawn from the 
fact that the preseut war is far greater 
aud more expensive than the Satsoma re- 
bellion, 

Food in consequence of the war is rising 
in price. The Tavati, says the North 
China Daily News, has informed foreign 
consuls that measures will ba taken to 
close Woo Sing Bay, The same paper 
states that 12,000 troops have been safely 
landed in Corea. The Nan Kang squad- 
rou isto attack the coast of Japan while 
the Foo Choo and Canton ships are to

The Chinese Gazette learns that 20,000 
troops are being called out for each pro- 
vince. It is also rumored that Japanese 
cruisers are prepariug for an attack upon 
Silver Island so as to command Yang-Tse 
and so prevent the coming up of the 500,- 
000 troops from Nanking. 

Tho ‘Tien-Tsin correspondent of the 
China Gazette says: We hear from Corea 
on good authority that a great deal of sick- 
neas prevails among the Chinese troops 
and that they aro banging themselves by 
dozens in despair of their surroundings, 
The Japanese are also in pretty bad 
plight, great numbers having died and ill- 
neas is still rife in their camp. But the 
death rate is very much higher among the 
Chinese” 

The Japan Mail says: ‘‘Now that fight- 
ing has commenced between China and 
Japan, we may expect that events will 
move rapidly. There has been an assured 
belief in Pekin that European powers 
would never allow the situation to reach a 
belligerent stage. And in confidence of 
that belief China has been allowing her- 
self to talk very large, but Japan cannot 
paaihly consent to avy settlement that 

eaves China exultant. The heart of this 
country is in tho straggle, Its honor is 
thoroughly involved. Every offort should 
be made to cripple or destroy the Chinese 
navy, Cotomand of the sea would mean 
for Japan the liberty to carry out without 
molestation ber soheme of reform in Coroa. 
It is not necessary for her to strike any 
blow atthe heart of China. Her pro- 
grammo, we thiuk, should be to secure 
herself in Corea, leaving to the Chinese the 
task of driving her out. Such a task is 
wholly beyond their strength.” 

To Attack Wel-Hal-Wel. 

Lonpon, Aug. 20.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of the Central News gives in 
to-day’s despatches a gloomy view of af- 
fairs at Wel-Hai- Wei, the fortified city on 
Shantong promontory. There is little 
doubt that the Japanese intend to attack 
this Chinese stronghold ghortly, deapite 
the tradition of the Chinese that the place 
is impregnable. The lights along the pro 
montory have been oxtinguished and ths 
buoys have been removed and the Chinese 
aro constantly adding to the dofenoe by 
laying torpedoes and submaride mines 

Nevertheless, on threo successive nights 
fy the last week Japanese torpedo boata 
haveeutered the harbor and reconoitred 
the forte. The crews of the Chinese tor 
pedo boats which lio in the harbor had 
no inkling ofthe noarnoss of the evemy

They lad been at odds for yours before 
the last Gladstono cabinet was formed 
and before Mr. Gladstone's retirement bad 
come to dislike each other rancourously, 
The insecurity of the Government im- 
inediately after Mr, Gladstone's withdraw- 
alforced them to patch up a truce and 
speak flatteringly of each other in public, 
As soon as they felt the ministry firm in 
the saddle, however, they dropped all 
supertiuous courtesy and now neither ove 
ever alludes to the other oue in pnblic, 
The Radjcals have complained frequently 
in the Cominona that Sir Wm. Harcourt 
has not given sufficient time for the dis- 
cussion of their pet schomes® ‘To these 
complaints the invariable reply has been: 
“If you are not pleased with mo you can 
easily reinoye me.” 

Mr, Gladstone has referred in private 
letters recently to the improvement of his. 
general health, his eyesight and bis hear- 
ing ond has spoken as if he might soon 
resume public speaking. These utter- 
auces have encouraged the belief in some 
quarters that the old manu might return to 
parliament and rescue his party from the 
predicament, ‘I'his is unlikely, yet should 
he give more definite signe of bis willing- 
ness to return he would be received by the 
Liberals with open arms.

There is another point in walking. The 
body is constantly supported and balanced 
on each log ultornately, aud, therefore, on 
only one at once, Heroo thore must be 
some means for throwing the centre of 
gravity over the line of support formed by 
the bones of each leg as it supports the 
weight of the body. This ia done in var- 
ious ways, and hence tho differences in the 
walk of different people. Thore may be 
slight rotation at the hip joint, Lringing 
the centre of gravity of the body over the 
foot of this side. This “rocking” motion 
of the trunk and thigh is accompanied by 
a movement of the whole trunk and lex 
over the foot planted on the ground, aril 
is accompanied by a compensating outward 
‘movement at the hip.

Purvell, inflicting serious in 
juries upon his seven year old daughter 
Adele aud then throw himself headlong 
from a window, recelving «a fracture of 
the skull which caused bis death a few 
hours later, His wife and brother in-law 
aro in a very precarious position. 

Three weeks ago Hewitt, who was 4 
moulder, was compelled tu quit work on 
account of illness. Dr, Allers, tho farily 
physician, diagnosed the cause ax typhoid 
fover, and one week ayo Hewitt was oom 
pulled to take his bed, ‘Lhe inmily wees 
poor and could not baye a doctor in daily 
attendance but he left word to be sent 
fori€any change occurred in the pation 
condition, On Saturday nigltat 11 o'clock 
Hewle@ dropped into « heavy sliiny 
His wife grasped the opportunity of tak 


ing a few hours sleep. (wo hours later 
sho was startled by « nolse in her hus 
band’s room. Before she could move h 


rushed into the kitchen with a large car 
ving knife in his hands 

Fright rendored the terrified wos 
speechless and unable to move, and the 
next instant he plunged the blade into lir 
shoulder, inflicting an ugly wound font 
inches long. Ashe raised the kuife tor 
another blow Mrs, Hewitt grasped the 
blade with her left hand, aud he drew it 
away almost severing the hand in two, 

Mrs, Hewitt’s brother was aroused and 
rushed to save his sister from her manine 
husband, The latter threw Purcell to 
the floor, and, pouncing upon him, drove 
the knife through th» prostrate man’s 
shoulder into bis left breast, Again Hew- 
itt raised the knife and Purcell, like his 
sister, attempted to ward the blow off with 
his right hand, with the result that bis 
fingers were almost severed frota the hand, 

Turning trom Purcell, -Hewitt rushed to 
the bed where his children were sleeping 
and attempted to cut off the head of Adole, 
the oldest child. His aim was unsteady 
and he only succeeded in cutting a fright- 
ful gash on the child’s neck and shoulder. 
Sho awoke with a shriek and her father 
rushed into the front room and plunged 
head firat through a wire screen to the 
ground below where he was picked up i 
few minutes later unconscious aud bleed- 
ing from a hole on the top of his head. He 
died at 7 o'clock in the morning.

Ashe fired the shot he said: ‘'See, 
Lonise, I’m dead,” His body swayed 
from side to side and then young Vogel 
fell upon the body dead. Just why 
young Vogel attempted to kill his mistress 
isnot known, It is known, however, that 
thiais the third or fourth attempt be has 
made upon her life. He threatened to 
shoot her Saturday in the same room and 
once before at least while they were stop- 
ping at a hotel in Chicago, It is pre- 
sumed that jealousy was the cause of the 
gragedy. Vogel wasa married man, but 
it is said that his wife receutly obtained a

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BEAR AND SERPENT IN BATTLE- 


Description by an Kyewltness of a Beene 
in the Indian Jungle, 

How the denisons of East Indian jungles 
received in thia city recently from Madras, 
pays the Now York Tribune. ‘The writer, 
who saw the fight, bad accompanied soma 
Choucus, Who were on a hunt for game and 
had set » number of trapsaand nets, They 
were waking the rounds of tho nots when 
their attention was attracted by o sneces 
sion of hideous noisea—roars of rage and 
pain aod # prolonged hissing, like the rush 
of escaping steam, They burried to the 
spot and saw a huge jungle bear fighting 
for hia life with au enormous serpent 
The sorpent had wound its giant folds 
around the bear, which dashed itself from 
side to side, and rolled over and over on 
the ground in frenzied ondeavors to get 
freo, roaring and snapping its jaws like 
castanets at the serpent’s folds, It was 
unable to reach them however, owing to 
the way in which they were constricted 
about its body, In this way thoy struggled 
until they reached the edge of tho incline, 
down which the bear threw himaelf with a 
speed which evidently disconcerted the 
serpent, for it unwound a couple of folde 
and threw its tall around a tree, evidently 
with the intention of anchoring itself and 
preventing the uppleasant consoquences of 
a rapid tumble downhill 

This appeared like admirable strategy, 
but it resulted in the serpent’s undoing. 
‘Lhe rigid line of tuil, straightened out 
from the tree to the bear's body, gave the 
infuriated beasts cliance to seize hold of 
its assailant, > Ho promptly uccepted the 
chance, and with a tremendous effort 
turned and fastened his vowerful jaws in 
the snake's quivoriug flesh, ‘The hissing 
Was then appalling, as the writhing ser- 
pent rapidly unfolded its huge body, and 
struck sayagely at the clenched jaws of its 
enemy to make it loosen its hold on the 
mangled miss of flesh, In response the 
bear, with « muffled roar, kept worrying 
the mouthful of snake in its jaws in par 
oxysins of anguished rage, Once more 
the serpent coustricted its folds, the bear 
howled and gasped, and both rolled, atill 
struggling, out of view into the high grass 
of the forest, Their track was marked 
with pools of blood, and when next seen 
they had parted. ‘The snake, evidenly 
badly hurt, was coiled in an attitude of 
defense, with his head erect, and was his- 
sing augrily, It had plainly had enough, 
and was more anxious to be let alone than 
to renew the conflict. ..Not sv the bear, 
Though ucarly crusted to death, with its 
tongue lolling ont from its blood-flecked 
foaming jaws, the arofsed brute wus full 
of fight. After a moment's pause it rush- 
ed upon the serpent, ‘The latter was weak 
trom the loss of Wlood, aud the bear got it 
by the head and dragged it about with 
roars of triumph. The undergrowth 
around was beaten down flat by the con- 
yulsive strokes of the great serpent’s tail 
as the bear crushed its head to pieces, and 
at last it lay an inert and lifeless mass be- 
neath the assaults of the vindictive bear,

Tobacco as an Insecticide. 

Vhe old-time remedy of tobacco is rapid- 
ly coming into favor again. For cheap- 
ness it can hardly be equaled, as only the 
refuse stews of the poorest quality need be 
used, In fact, these are beiter than the 
stems of fine Havana because poor tobacco 
contains a greater quantity of nicotine, 
which is the active poison that kills the 
insects. ‘Tho decoction is made by steep- 
ing a pound of stems in a gallou of hot 
water. After it has cooled the liqnid is 
strained off aud applied with au ordiuary 
spraying apparatus, Spraying with tobac- 
co tea is recommended for the flea beetles 
on tomatoes, potatoes, cabbaye and radish.

SEXTON BECOMES EXCITED 


He Accuses the Government of Lutering 
Into na Compact With the Tories to 
Postpone Cortain Orders—Sir 
William Harcourt De- 
nlea the Charges, 


Loxpon, Aug. 21,.—The Irish Natlonal- 
iste fu the House of Commons lost their 
patiouce early this morning aud showed 
plainly their disgust at the failure of all 
Irish legislation. Sir William Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, had proposed 
the postponement of taking the report of 
supply including the yote for the Lords 
and officials. 

Thomas Sexton, anti-Parnellite 
North Korry, had protusted 
amidst the clieers of the Nationalists and 
Radicals. The House then went into com- 
mittee or Ways and Means, Mr. Sexton 
moved to risuy and report progress to the 
Honse, 

Sir William Harcourt replied; ‘I hope 
such a method of hindering the Goveru- 
mont business will not be persisted in,” 

Mr, Sexton excitedly exclaimed that ho 
and his collengues had had their patience 
60 strained by repeated delays that they 
could not endure much more, While Par- 
Hiament temporized or declined to act the 
sufferings of Ireland increased, The 
Governmeut Lad agreed with the Tories in 
the present case to postpone certain orders. 
He would not be a party to this agree- 
meut; he would press his motion. Ou 
division the motion was defeated by a vote 
of 54 to 81, 

James Henry Dalziel, Liberal for Kirk- 
caldy, moved that the chairman vacute the 
chair, Sir William Harcourt again pro- 
tested against sach tactics. Mr. Sexton 
repeated hie accusation that the Govern- 
ment was making common cause with the 
Tories in certain matters. The object of 
postponement proposed by Sir William, he 
said, was to give the Tories an opportunity 
todram up their party support for the 
Lords vote. . 

Mr. Dalziel’s motion and two other mo- 
tious of similar intent were then rejected. 

Justin MeCarthy, leader of *the anti- 
Parnelites, moved that the cbairman 
vacate the chair. He charged the Gov- 
ernment with lack of earnestness in ex- 
pressing the feeliug of the Commons and 
the nation towards the House of Lords. 

Johu Dillon supported Mr. McCarthy 
and repeated his charges against the Govy- 
ernment, 

Sir William Harcourt made a compre- 
hensive disavowal for the Government. 
No member of the Government, he said, 
had willingly acted against the sentiment 
of the House and the electors, He’ him- 
self felt keen appreciation of the loyal 
support given by the Irish members. Mr. 
McCarthy's motion was rejected by a vote 
of 53 vo 82, 

Vesey Knox, anti-Parnellite for West 
Cayen, participated in the debate with a 
short sharp speech beginning with the as- 
sertion that “Fine words butter no var- 
snips” and ending with the inquiry; 
“When did the Government conclude tier 
compact with the Tories?” 

Sir William denied that there was any 
compact, = 

Later the Radicals tried to draw from 
him a statement of policy as to the House 
of Lords, but he turyed them off with the 
remark that neither the time nor the 
place was suitable for the statement re- 
quested, The House adjourned at 4 
o'clock. 

John Sweetman, anti-Parvellite for the 
East Division of Wicklow, has expressed 
ina letter to the Freemans Journal the 
discontent felt by himself aud wany of bis 
colleagues sitice the deteat of the evicted 
tenants bill. His final words are: ‘‘It is 
evident that this parliament can not legis- 
late for Ireland and onght to be dissolved 
to make way for one thiat can.”

ALL ROADS HAD GRIEVANCES 


Rat the Treatment of the Pallman ERm- 
ployes Was the Main Incentive to 
Strike—He of

audience which has yet beon in attendance 
upon the Strike Commission Session wae 


presont yesterday, attracted by the ap 
pearance as a witness of Prosident Dobsa, 
of thea American Railway Union 

Deba told of having received word that 
a strike in Pullinav was iinminonut, and of 
his coming to Chioago to investigate 

“T found,” he said, “that the men were 
working for the PaJman Company at 


wages upon which they could not live, 
I found that salaries had been cut time 
and again, until skilled mechanics were 
working their lives away for wayes not 
sufticiont for acommun laborers, that the 
town of Pullman, with {ts shops, ite 
houses and its stores Wis Bo schemed that 
every ponny the workingaan made found 
ite way buck into the company coffers, 
“No matter how offensive the conditions 
wore there the men were oblived to sub 
mit tothem, When I fonud ont all these 
things T immediately determined that the 
American Railway Union shontd go to the 
assistance of these uufortiiate people, 
We believed that any fair board of abi 
tration would have declared in raver of 
tho omployes, and all we asked wos atbi 
tration, This the Pallniuie people rb 
trarily refused. Not only this, bit wien 
wo asked them to examine tite the ques 
tion to see whether or jut there Was any 
thing to arbitrate they also refuced this” 
Dobs then told of thie sever! failures of 
} the A. RU. to secure arbitration from 


the Pullman company aul the sulsequent 

inauguration of the strike, 

“Not only did the employcs of the 
| various railroads strike beouuse of the Lie 
justice being done to the Pulloiwn em 
ployes but because the various roads lad 
grievances of thelr own, We used our 
influence to prevent strikes during the 
world’s fair as we did not believe it fist it 
the public to inaugurate a strike at such a 
time, It was all that could be done by 
the leaders of the labor unions to prevent 
astrike. In view of the men working 
throughout the fait the railway managers 
on many of the rouds promised an increase 
of wages atter the fair was over, instoad 
of doing this, immediately after the fair 
closed, they begau a systematic reduction 
of wages thronghout the country. When 
the A. R. U. met in convention in Chicago 
on June 21 it was confronted by these 
conditions as well as the state of affairs at 

Pullman.” 

“Was this convention called to consider 
the reduction of wages or the Pullman 
matter?” asked Comwissioner Wright, 

“The convention was called for 110 speci- 
fic parpose, It was the regular triennial 
convention progided for by the constitu- 
tion.” 

When asked what the outcome of the con- 
vention which declared the boycott aguinst 
Pullman cars would have been had it not 
been for the grievances of Pallman 
employes, Mr. Debs said there would 
have been no striko as the A. R. U. owing 
to the depressed vondition of the country 
deemed it inauspicions time to strike. 
He said the railroad companies Lad never 
raised wages of their own accord. Every 
increase of Wages has been wrong from 
them by organized labor, 

*T had no yoioe in ordering this strike 
myself, said the witness, ‘‘but if I had had 
6 vote in i¢ I would have ordered it. ‘The 
telegram attributed to me which read 
‘Save your money and buy a gun,’ though 
sent over my signature, | never saw. It 
was sont by our stenographer to his super- 
jor in Montava and was not intended 
literally. It was merely a playful expres- 
sion current in Montana,” 

Debs charged Gen. Miles with being in 
league with the railroad managers to sup- 
press the strike, and related instances 
where, as he/ alleged, men were made to 
work at the point of the bayonet, 

Debs asserted that from the beginning 
the A.R U.and the strike leaders had 
been badly treated by the Chicago press. 
Many lies had been told. He said if there 
had been a revolution it would have been 
directly chargeable to the press of Chicago 
rather than to the American Railway 
Union. Editorials had beon written all 
over the conntry, he asserted based on 
matter sent out by the Western Associated 
Press, the editorials in every caso attack- 
ing the A, R. U. on information which was 
absolutely false, 

“Do you charge the general managers 
with being responsible for the strike,” 
asked Commissioner Wright. 

“Well, I could hardly go as far as that. 
I believe, however, they had much to do 
with keeping it up.” 

*‘How would you gain the demands of 
laborers on quasi public corporations?’ 
asked Judge Worthington, 

“There are two ways. One is the way 
adopted by the old Brotherhoods, That 
is getting a schedule of wages gradually 
from the companies. There has been little 
good in this mode of procedure. It takes 
w atrike to win sometimes but I don’t be- 
lieve the railroad employes of this coun- 
try could win a strike to day if they wero 
all organized in one brotherhood because 
the courts are against luoor. I believe 
the Government ownership of railroads 
wonld be far better than the tailroad 
ownership of Government. I do not be- 
lieve any lasting good can come from ar- 
bitration and Ido not think the Govern 
mont supervision of railroads would an- 
ewer the purpose, Insuchacase as that 
of the Polliman Company I believe com 
pulsory arbitration would be of benefit, 
1am iu favor of some system, Lowover, 
that will result in mutual good feeling and 
noither strike nor campulsory arbitration 
canresult In anything but fll feeling. I 
am in favor of licensing railroad employ- 
os. I believe in abolishingthe wage sys- 
tem. I beliove in a co-operative common- 
wealth. 

“In other words, you believe in state 
socialism” said Chairman Wright. 

“Well, in the ossontial poiuts of state 
socialism. The wago system is nothing 
more than slavory.”’

SOME FUNNY STRIKES. 


GREAT LABOR DISTURBANCES FROM 
VERY TRIVIAL CAUSES. 







A Costly Thought About an Employer's 


Intentions A Strike for Light—The 


. Queer Champagne Kept, by a Wigan 


lnonkeopor—A Beggar's Strike. 


Discussion of the recent A. R, U, strike 
was in progress when a friend of the 
Gleaner pulled a little note book from his 
pocket, attho samo time remarking that 
he had collected somo interesting facts 
about the causes of strikes, and found that 
many great labor disturbancea had sprung 
from vory trivial causes. Then he told 
how at Lowmoor, England, some yoars ago 
the woolen dyers struck because they 
thought fifty of their number were to be 
discharged, their time checks having been 
mislaid by the time keeper, Iron em- 
ployes in a Pennsylvania town onco struck 
for the political liberty of being allowed 
time on election day to go and vote. The 
cast hoya at Dronfield coal mines etruck 
because they were forbidden to ride the 
mules from the pit shaft to the stables, 
They returned to work on a compromise 
that they were not to drive the animals 
furiously after working allday, The Liver- 
pool dock laborers once struck because an 
atteinpt was made to prevent them from 
wearing the badge or button of their 
union, 

At Brierfield, England, there was once a 
atrike of wenvers because the employer re- 
fused to light up the plant during a heavy 
fog, thus obliging the hands to lay off. 
They demanded light on such occasions or 
pay for time lost, the scale being on piece 
work, ; 

One of the first signal victories of work- 
ingmen in strikes occurred among the col- 
liers of England, notably those of the Wig- 
an neighborhood, over twenty years ago. 
They won in their demand for more wages, 
and. finding it paid to strike, they con- 
tinued to do so at intervals uutil they were 
getting about $5 a day, very large wages 
for England, ‘The men had more money 
than they knew what to do with, and the 
extravagances and luxuries they attempted 
often bordered on tiie ludicrous. One day 
a party of men, black with coal dust, but 
with gold sovereigus jingling in their 
pockets, were drinking at an inp. After 
imbibing quantities of ale one suggested 
champagne, Nove of them hud ever seen 
it. The barmaid knew there was some in 
the cellar, but she, too, was equally ignor- 
ant of its appearance, 

It was kept for a chance yisit from the 
aristocratic, Ata venture she brought up 
a bottle which she thought might be cham- 
pagne, Jt was opened, and a heavy, black 
fluid gurgled out. The men drauk and 
kept a bold face, some even pretending to 
like it. Another bottle was called for, aud 
another. None would yield, but drank 
the stuff with a pretended relish that was 
heroic, Finally one suggested a return to 
beer, as he said champagne was too heat- 
ing for him. All fell in with the idea with 
enthusiasm, It afterwards developed that 
they had been drinking red-hot table sauce 
for champagne, 

But the most remarkable strike on record 
was one recently threatened at Bucharest, 
in Roumapia, It was a strike of beggars. 
In the cilies of Roumania, as in Paris, 
Lyons, Rome, Floreuce, and other cities of 
Europe, the beggars constitute au organized 
body. In Bucharest they had increased so 
notably that the authorities forbade them 
following their queer calling in certain por- 
tions of the city, The Leggire held a meet- 
ing to consider what action they should 
take. A committee was appointed to wait 
on the Prefect of Police to convey the ulti- 
matum, It was that unless the embargo 

. Was removed, they would strike and resort 
to other means to obtain, withont working, 
the living the world owed them, ‘There 
were already more thieves, footpads, and 
cutthroats thay the police could well wan- 
age, aud, under this threat of joining the 
ranks of:the Jawless, the Prefoct of Police 
rescinded bis action.

The Shanghat correspondent of the 
Times telegraphs: “General Tho, com 
mander of the Feng Lien division, tele 
graphs that on Friday the Chinwre attack 
od thie Japanese at Ting-Yanz, and drove 
them with heavy loss to Clungho, a dine 
tance of eluyen miles. The Chinese re 


attacked on Saturday and drove them out 
of Changho. The Japineso losses were 
again heavy. Chungho is now in the 
hands of the Chinese. It ia expected that 
another great batcle will be fought to-day, 
The Chinese had prev ously evacua 
Adan Under Gow. Yeob, who waa falsely re- 
ported ‘killed, and, obtaining. reiuforce- 
méiits from the Coréins, marched éast of 
Seoul in the direction of the Chinese 
forces converging at Ping-Yany. Nine 
thousand Japanese marched from Seoul 
towards Ping-Yang. ‘The telegraph at the 
latter point remains in the possession of 
the Chinese, The Chinese fleet is in fall 

ossession of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li. The 
apaneso are re-ombdrking a lurge nomber 
of troops at Fosan. Their destination is 
unknown, 

Result of the Kow Shing Inquiry. 

Wasuinoron, Aug. 22.—The Javanese 
legation has received a telegram stating 
that it has been reported in ‘Lokig on reli- 
able authority that the finding of the Bri- 
tish naval court of inquiry, which was 
held at Shanghai to investigate the facts of 
the sinking of the British steamer Kow 
Shing, when acting as a transport for 
Chinese troops to Corea, by the Japanese 
cruiser Naniua Kab, is favorable to Japan. 
It is also reported that the British admiral 
has officially stated to lis government that 
ho considers the sinking of the Kow Shing 
under the circumstances jas equivalent to 
the sinking of a Chinese vessel and that he 
has conseqnently advised the British goy- 





ernment to make no claim.

that the wound was rot a mortal one. 
He is making fair progress towards re- 
covery. 

When confronted by a commissary of 
the police soon after the stubbing, Daudey 
boasted that he was an anarchistand said 
he was sorry that the wound was not a 
mortal one, Daudey’s friends and rela- 
tives say they did not know tefore that he 
was an avarchist. 


A Lake Breaks Loose. 

Mempnis, Tenn., Aug. 22.—Lake North, 
a considprable body of water in North 
Mississippi, twenty miles south of here, 
and situated half mile from the Missis- 
sippi, hus found a channel to the river, 
and is now rushing across the country at 
a furious rate, carrying everything before 
it, Lake North is situated but a few hun- 
dred yards from Horn Lake, and it is ex- 
pected the latter body of water will follow 
the example of Lake North. The bed of 
the Mississippi rivera few years ago lay 
through the preseut location of these lakes 
and river mon expect this last freak of the 
waters will cause another change in the 
course of the river below Memphis. The 
immenee body of water pouring out of the 
lake has swept away the bridges, fences 
and crops. 





Big Four Depot Dostroyed, 

CinoInNnati, Aug. 22.—The Big Four 
freight depot at Third and Wood streets 
was burned yesterday, The building was 
two squares long and was valued, with 
contents and adjoining Wagner sleepers 
and coaches, at $285,000. A row of frame 
buildings opposite the depot caught fire 
several times, but the incipient blaze was 
extinguished in every case, About twenty 
ofthe Wagner sicepers and chair cars 
were destroyed.

St. John Harbor. } 
LOSE THEIR LIVES ! 


EIGHT MEN 


The Owner of the Vessel Goes Down With 
It-lour Men Rescued by the Jud- 
gov’ Tug After Swimming in 
the Water for Half 
an Hour, 


St, Jouns, N. B., Ang, 22.—This oity 
is in mournivg over a shocking yachting 
aocident which happened off the harbor 
yestorday during tho progress of the sec 
oud race in the series tor the corporation 
cup, and by which eight persons lost their 
lives. 

The five boats entered went out of the 
harbor with « good stiff breeze, followed 
by the tug Lillie, with the judges and 
othor officials, ‘he boats bad a good run 
to the buoys, but whilein the run home 
just off Mahogany Island*the boats became 
bedalmw, The Primrose stood into shore with 
ail sails set, ‘while the Maple Leaf and 
others were some distance off. Tho tag 
Lillie came to auchor. Soon the people 
ou the judges’ boat could observe .a storm 
Spproaching and were surprised to seo 
that the yachts were not preparing to meot 
it by taking in sume of their sails, This 
was especially the case with the Primrose 
which was not considered a very safe boat 
in a storm. 

In a few minutes a stiff breeze sprang 


up and rain commenced to fall, The 
yachts started. Then a heavy. hail storm 
set iu. The Primrose remained fora 


time. Samuel Button, its owner, gave 
orders to take in suil, but before this order 
could be obeyed the yacht went on her 
beam ends and the next moment plunged 
bow first, filled with water and sank. 
Button was last seen at the helm and the 
last words the survivors heard him utter 
were ‘Boys, look ont for yourselves.” He 
could not swim very well and it is believed 
he went down with his boat, although one 
of the rescued men thinks he saw Hatton 
in the water trying to swim, 

After the storm had abated somewhat it 
was noticed from the tug Lillie that one of 
the yachts was not seen and it was{surmis- 
ed an accident had befallen it. The tug 
immediately steamed around and after 
going about a quarter of a mile four men 
were found swimming aboutin thé water 
close together. They were hailed and 
thrown life buoys. They cried out ‘Never 
mind us; look out after the others.” 

But the tug people soon realized that it 
was no use looking after the others They 
had all Sasotinlied to the high sea that 
was running and had gone to tlie bottom, 
Theu the tug returned and picked up the 
four men, they lLaving been in the water 
fully half an hour.

He was the owner of the Primrose and 
was best known as one of the famous Paris 
crew. He was in thé customs department. 

Fred. Priest, aged 30, son of Capt. Jo- 
séph Priest. 

George Heathfield, aged 22, single, car- 
riage maker. 

Albert Aikerley, aged 26, only support 
of a widowed motlier, 

Harry Bartlett, aged 27, leaves a widow 
and twochildren. 

James Hurley, aged 52, leaves a widow 
and 7 children. 

Ww. Russell, aged 20, single, son of W. 
R. Russell, merchant tailor. 

Harry Hoyt, aged 19, sivgle. 

The four rescued are: Howard Holden, 
Thos. H. Miles, Fred. S, Hearns, and Jas. 
McKeen, 

The Maple Leaf, belonging to Elijah 
Ross, lost her top-mastin the squall and 
the other yachts were damaged slightly.

Vance. ‘They tried to land with the above 
result. Abont a bandred people on shore 
were looking on and powerless to give aid.

Lonpon, Aug, 23,—In reviewing its own 
articles on the Ottawa Intercolonial Confer- 
once, the Times says 

“Canada’s keennoss for the Pacific cable 
is retnarkable, becnuso she already has 
direot aud virtually onassailable communi- 
cation with Great Britain, The Canadians 
in this are Working for one of the noblest 
ideas they could entertain, namely, the 
unity of the empire, its security and pros 
perity, As regards the steataship scheme, 
the trouble is with the Australian colonies 
which do not yet display such devotion to 
the ides as is shown by Canada. For the 
cablo scheme, neverthecless, there is abun- 
dant sympathy, which doubtless will de 
velop into active concurrence. 

“It is expected that the Earl of Jersey's 
report will be iu favor of the subsidies for 
Atlantic and Pacific steamers, The idea 
of an imperial service, eutirely independ- 
ent of the outside world, promises such 
solid advantayes that no minor objection 
ought to be listened to for & moment. 

“On the contrary it would be sound 
policy and yood finance to incur some ex- 
pense in order to establish it, even though 
the prospects of its becoming fully self- 
supporting werd somewhat remote. The 
stimulus tu imperial commerce would be 
immense and would indirectly briug im- 
perial advantages far more valuable than 
anything that can be appraised in a statis- 
tical abstract.” 





MURDER NEAR MONTREAL. 





A Quebec Farmer Found Horribly Mu- 
tilated in His Barn Yard. 


MONTREAL, Que,, Aug. 23.—The foul 
murder of & farmer named Myre, of St. 
Barbe, Huntirgdon County, has caused 
great excitement in that district, about 
80 miles from this city, Myre started for 
Dandee, near the New York border, to pay 
for some laud, but he did not reach his 
destination,

There was every evidence of a dead- 
ly struggle, and it is believed his dead 
body was placed in the cart and the horse 
started on the road home, None of his 
money was taken.

This, Witneases Say, is at the Bottom 


of the Employes’ Destitution. 


PULLMAN’S SIDE OF THE CASE 


Evidence for Pullman and the Rallroads 
Heard Hefore the Strike Conmie- 
sloners—A Witness Testifies 
to the Sebriety of the 
Employes. 


Curcaao, Aug. 28, —At yoatorday’s ses 
sion of the National Labor Co.umission 
Chairman Wright announced that the tna 
jority of witnesses had been hoard aud 
that the railroads and the Pullman Co, 
would now be allowed to present their 
side of the case, 

The firat witness was Frank T, GI®Vor, 
a Chicago real estate agont. Mr, Glover 
deals in property in Kousington, He said 
from an outside Inspection of the Pullman 
houses they were much more inviting 
than the ones ronted by him at Kenalng- 
ton for $12 a month, 

Paul Hermes, an ex-omploye of the 
Pullman Company, now o news agett 
thore, sald that he thought his residence 
of nine rooms in Pullman was cheap at 
$35 a month. He thought that if the 
Pullman employes bad loft whiskey aud 
beor alone thoy would not have had nearly 
so much distress. 

L. H. Johuason testified as to the com. 

; parative vuluo of property in Pullman, 

Sensington and Roseland Tho Pullmau 
{employes were temperate for tho most 
, part, and of economical habits. He testi 
fied that routs had remained stationary 
in thosuburbs of Pullman and that ao 
house which rented for $17 in Pullman 
would cost $12 outside, 

William F, McKay, a reporter, tostified 
he had been present at many labor meet 
ings and had nover heard the strike lead- 
ers counsol violence, 

Benjamin Atwell, another reporter, fol 
lowed. He had seen no real violence done 
by railroad employes, He had heard, ho 
said, strikers counsel !'> r companions 
during the trouble at Bi. Island not to 


Axel Lunggrucna, Pullmau employe, 
thought he had been fairly treated by the 
Pullman Company. Employes, he suid, 
were not afforded an opportunity to tell 
their yrievances; that was the main difli 
culty. He returned to work at Pullman 
after the strike and was obliged to sign an 
agreement to have nothing further to do 
with the American Railway Union in or- 
dor to get his position back, He testified 
that after he went back to work at Pull 
nan aman told his mother that if the 
strikers ever caught him out after dark 
they would kill him. 

John Fitzgerald, assistant fire marshal 
of Chicago, read a list of cars, towers and 
other railroad property burned, showing 
great loss to the railroids. The oldest 

erson-ho ever saw setting fire to cars was 
“19 yoursof age. All the rest were mere 
boys. He had seén no railroad employes 
doing incendiary work. Onco railroad 
man helped him to extinguish a blaze, 

John MoLean, of Pullman, told tho atti- 
tude of the company towards the men in- 
jored while at work. His duty was tocare 
for all such men until they recovered. Hoe 
did not think a hospital necessary at Pull- 
man. Hesaid the company paid the ex 

enses at a hospital down town of all men 
fart while in its employ. 

Dr, McLean assorted that the trouble 1: 
Pullman was in a measure due ty the use 
of liqnor by the employes. In 4,000 cas:s 
of injury the witness had never acen tho 
company refuse to pay all the expenses 
connected therewith, besides drug store 
bills amounting to $1,700 aniually,

COREA'S KING SIDES WITH JAPAN. 





He Renounces His Vussaluge to the Chin- 
ose Emperor, 


Lonpon, Aug. 28.—Neither the foreign 
office nor the Chinese legation has received 
any nows of the battles mentioned by the 
Times correspondent yesterday, At the 
legation the officials say that General Yeh, 
who formerly commanded the Asan, has 
joined his foroe of 2,000 men to the Chin- 
ese northern army at Ping Yaug. The 
success of thia movement, the Chinese say, 
prove that the Japanere troops in Corea 
are either weak or negligent. 

A despatch to a nows ugeucy in this city 
states that the king of Curea bas declared 
himself independent of the Chinese goy- 
ernment, and has appealed to Japan for 
asssistance to expel the Chinese from the 
country, 

The Japanesé nobles have subscribed 
$80,000,000 as a fund tu be used in the 
prosecution of the war. The fund draws 
no interest,

Hard-billud birds are those which live 
on seeds, f 

Soft-billed birds do not live on seeds, but 
on insects and prepured food 

Food very little aweot stuffs, it spoils the 
digestion; aud then the bird’s health is 
gone. 

Hard-billed birds need little for food 
besides seed and occasionally a bit of let- 
tuce, apple or celery 

Moulting cannot be called a discane since 
it is a watural process of providing the bird 
with now plumage, 

A bird should be given ite bath, its food 
aud « clean cago at the same hour each 
day, and by tho samo person, 

After a bird takes his water bath he

An English Rubber Manufacturing Firm 
Secking Duty Exemption to Enable 
Them to Establish a Factory

in Canada 





Orrawa, Aug. 24. —Mr.M. Frankenburg, 
4 representative of the Globe Rubber Coin- 
pany, of Manchester, Eug., was hore look} 
jug for information from the Comptroller 
of Custoums that would eucodrage his com- 
pany to erect in Cauada a manutactory of 
rubber goods such as would be nsed for 
clothing purposes. Loa reporter he said 
that the Governinent seemed to offer uo 
inducement tu manufacturers of this class 
of goods. Woven waterproof cloth, such 
as would be used in the manufacture of 
rubber goods, could not be imported into 
Canada from England at a lower rate ot 
duty than 124 per cent, or the same 
rate as was charged for rubber goods in a 
manufactured stato. Mr, Frakenburg 
states that he has yet hopes of getting an 
exemption from duty on the class of ma- 
terial ho requires and aleo on the machin 
ery for the manufactory, The city of 
Quebec, he said, has offered him a bonus 
of $2,500 to erect his factory iu that city. 
It would employ between two and three 
hundred men, and be the largest factory 
of its kind in Canada, 

Rumored Cabinet Change. 

It is learned on pretty good authority 
that a strong effort will be made to get 
Lieut.-Governor Chaplean back into the

He explained to mo in 
broken English that it was by the fluid in 
the dish that he foretold what the weather 
was to be, Ho said it was India ink, di- 
luted to a certain invariable consistency, 
and from his loug custom of noting the ac- 
tion produced upon it by the atmospheric 
conditions, he was able to preatct the 
Weather with a good deal of accuracy, He 
sald that during geriods of dronth the 
fluid dried up very rapidly, and the dish 
had to be filled two or throe times a day; 
while if a rainstorm was Opproaching and 
the aly filled with moisture, the mixture 
would remain in the saucer for several 
days.”—St. Louls Globe-Democrat.

They Report the Rents Fixed by 


Courts Materially Excessive. 


THE PRESENT SYSTEM UNJUST 


Thoy Recommend That the Occupant Be 
No Longer Compelled to tay Kent 
op His Improvements—Expen- 
son of Litigation Should 


be Lessoned. 


Lonpon, Aug. 24.—The report of the 
Irish Land Commission was issued yester 
(day. The commission say that the evi 
dence before them showed that the Irish 
ronta fixed by courts between 1881 and 
1885 are now materially excessive rhe 
presont system, they say, appears to sori. 
ously impede the administration of justice 
to the tenants, owing to the expeuse and 
delays. The courts generally have denied 
the tenant a share in the value of bis im 
provemonta, 

The commission recommend that the ov 
oupant be no longer compelled to pay rent 
on his improvemonts, All of these ought 
to be regarded aa wade by him unless the 
contrary be” proved, It is urged thata 
comminsion be appointed at the next ses 
sion of Parliament to inquire further into 
the subject. The above matter is covered 
by the majority report. The minority re- 
port admits the desirability of lessening 
the oxponse of litigation and revising rents 
in Ireland, but contends that in the fixing 
of the judicial rents the Act has been cou 
struod in the tenauts’ favor, 

Articles Contraband of War, 

In the House of Conimons Edward 
Gourley, Advanced Liberal, asked whethor 
the selling o f vessels, coal and rice to 
China at Shanghai would contravene the 
foreign enlistment act, Sir Edward Grey 
replied that if the neutral powers should 
supply articles contraband of war to the 
Chinese at Shanghai, the Japanese Goy- 
ernment would withdraw its promise not 
to attack that port and would ut pnce be 
gin operations against it. 


FATAL RAILWAY WRECK. 


Three Men Killed on the Obleagh and 
Northwestern in Wisconsin, 

Fort Atkinson, Wis, Aug. 24.—Threr 
mon were killed yesterday in a wreck on 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad 
near here, Three others were badly hurt, 
The train was a freight and runuing at the 
rate of 20 miles an hour, The men killed 
were in one end of a box car, partially fill 
ed with hardwood lumber and they were 
buried under the debris. 

The names of the mon killed were: 
Thomas Ingalls, Chicago; Charles Kleiv, 
Chicago; Stephen Onkeff, Austin, Texas, 
The accident was caused by the axle of the 
lumber car breaking. 


THE AMERICAN TARIFF. 


Another Olerical Error Discovered tn the 
Wool Schedule, of 

New York, Aug. 24.—Special deputy 
collector Couch will again go to Washing- 
ton to-morrow to lay before the Secretary 
of the Treasury another conundram which 
has been discovered nt the custom house 
herein the new tariff bill. 

It relates to the wool schedule aud is 
found in section no, 2,897. ‘his reads 
The reduction of the rates of duty here-in 
provided for manufactures of wool shall 
take effect on Jan, 1, 1895. 

In the woollen schedule jnst before 
woollen and worsted yarns, kuit fabrics, 
shawls, etc,, made wholly or in part of 
wool and worsted hair of goats and alpaca 
are mentioned and the custom house of- 
ficialn here want to kuow whether the 
phrase ‘'The rates of duty herein pro- 
vided for manufactures of wool’ shall be 
construed as ageneral phrase applicable to 
the wool schedule or only to manufactures 
of wool as distinguished from manuufac- 
tures of worsted goat hair or alpaca. The 
latter interpretation would be far-reach- 
ing. these officers say. If the phrase 
limits wool, a portion of the wool schedule 
would become operative as soon as the bill 
became a law; that is, manufactured 
worsted, goat and alpaca hair, eto., would 


, Dot have to wait until January 1, 1895, to 


be admitted into this country under the 
rates that the new bill would establish. 





Dynamite in Sheaves of Wheat. 

Akron, Ohio, Aug. 24.—While thresh- 
ore wore at work on the farm of George 
Whitner, on tho western edge of the vity, « 
box of dynamite was found concealed in a 
sheaf of wheat. Half an hour later a 
dynamite cartridge which had been secre- 
ted in another sheaf was fed to the separ 
ator and exploded. wrecking the machine 
and setting fire tothe barn. Messrs, John 
Whitner, Jacob Meyer and Charlies Lacey 
attempted to rescue the horses in the barn, 
They failed, and Meyer lost his life in the 
attempt, while Whitner was fatally and 
Lacey painfully injured. Four horses, 
one mule and several cattla were burned to 
death, and Whitner’s entire wheat und oat 
crop and many farm implements were de- 
atroyed.

Confirmod—They Retreated in Dins- 
order With a Loses of 1,600 
Meon—Japanese Spies 
Captured, 


Lonpon, Aug. 27.—A despatch from 
Shanghai toa nows agency here anys a 
letter received in Choe-Foo on tho 24th 
from Chemulpo, Cores, roasserta that the 
Japanese wore defeated by the Chinese at 
Ping- Yang. Thirteen Japanose transports, 
convoyed by nineteen warships, arrived in 
the estuary of Taston Kang on the 18th 
inst,, and landed a force of 6,000 men, who 
advyanoed upon Ping-Yang. When mid 
way betwoon the landing placo and their 
objective point the Japanese were attacked 
by Chineso cavalry, who succended in 
dividing the advancing column into two 
parts. Thereupon the Chinese artillery 
poured a heavy fire into tho Japanose 
ranks, creating almost.a panic. The Jap 
anese retreated in disorder to the shore, 
where the advanvo of the Chinese was 
checked by tho fire from the guna of the 
Japanese fleot. The Japanese loet 1,500 
men, 

It is reported that the Japanese are re 
embarking thoir heavy baggage in Ping- 
Yang inlet. The country is being scoured 
by Chinese cavalry, who,have taken prison: 
era and beheaded 100 atragylers. 

A despatch from Tien-Tsin to the Times 
says: ‘An imperial edict which has just 
appeared condemns the officers responsible 
for the recent outrages on the missiouaries 
aud orders that they be beheaded, ‘Tbe

On the Watch for Spies. 

SHanocuatr, Aug. 27.—Soven Japanese in 
Chinese dress were arrested here ou Satur- 
day. Itis stated they will be driven from 
the country, but should more rigorous 
measures be adopted it would cause nu 
surprise, Chineso activity in hunting 
down Japanese spies is daily growing, and, 
according to Chinese statements, Japaneso 
government agents are scattered alouy the 
entire coast. Throughout China the 
Japanese are harshly treated, many said to 
be spies having been beheaded on the 
Island of Formosa. 

Asan to be the Scene ofa Big Battle. 

New York, Aug. 27.—‘'Japan and 
China are on the eve of a big battle,” said 
the Japanese Consul, Naceymon Hushi- 
gechi, to a reporter. He was talking to 4 
number of friends, One of the persous 
present wasa tall-soldierly-lookivug man to 
whom Mr, Hashiguchi paid unusual defer- 
ence. The gentleman’s naine cunld not be 
obtained, but he consented to comment on 
Mr. Hashiguchi’s declaration that an im 
portant battle was immiuent; 

‘Asan wiil be the scene of a battle mem 
orable in the history of the orlent,” said 
he. ‘‘It will be the Marathea of the east, 
for the contest will be waged both on laud 
and on sea, Asan is a place of grea’ 
natural strength. It is a suull seaport ou 
the coast of Corea. The Chinese hive u 
fort and garrison there. On the #euside i 
looks over to an island by whieh the 
northern and southern approaches are nar- 
rowed into chanuels easily capable of tor- 

edo defence, (On land it is assailuble 
rom one direction only, thut of Heitaku. 
"Curiously enough there is a prediction 
current in Corea that Asan will witness a 
struggle and that the present year will 
mark the downfall of the Li dynasty in 
Corea, A copy of the prophecy is said to 
bave-been in the hands of the Japauese 
consul at Tusan for eight years. : 

“The Chinose forces have been Lusily en- 
gaged strengthening the position, They 
have dug trenches, prepared obstacles and 
laid mines so that the task of storming the 
place must present difficulties. The 2,500 
Chinese troops have been reinforced until 
there are now about 6,000. Further, the 
whole Chinese squadron, aggregating over 
twenty ships, have arrived at Asan. China 
has accepted Corea as a battlefield. On 
the side of the sea she plants a navy to 
secure the line of retreat and a basis of 
supplies, On the other side of the land 
she is marching a powerful army across 
the northern frontier of Corea to recover 
possession of Seoul and effect a jnuction 
with the troops and fleet at Asan. It will 
be Japan’s business to prevent such a 
junction and she is settling out the work 
in earnest, If China succeeds in crippling 
the Japanese fleet she will be virtually 
mistress of the situation. If Japan wins 
China will be helpless,”

Oxprossion 


The approdach to perfection in modern 
telsscopes and microscopes is wonderfal in 
Mod; but as physlologista have advanced 
the knowledge of vision, the so-onlled im 
perfections of the eye have boon steadily 
disappearing, and even now there {a not 
much to learn, Viewed merely as on opti 
oal instrument, an apparatus contained in 
a globo less than an inoh in diameter, in 
which is produced an image practically per 
fect in form and color, which can be ac 
ourately adjusted almost instantly for 
every distance from five inches to infinity, 
Is movable in every direction, has an aren 
forthe detection of the most minute details 
and at the same time a sufficient appreola 
tion of large objects, is double, but the 
images in either eye exuctly coinciding, en 
ables us to see all shades of color, estimate 
distance, solidity, and to some extent the 
consistence of objects, the normal haman 
oye may well be called perfect. ‘The more, 
indeed, the eye is wtudied in detail the 
more thoroughly does one appreciate its 
perfection as an optical apparatus, 

We receive the itnpression of a single ob- 
ject, although there are two images—oue 
in either eye; but itis necessary that the 
images be made upon corresponding points 
in tho two retina, Ifthe angle of vision 
in one eye be deviated even to «slight de- 
dree by pressing. on one globe with the 
finger, we seo two images. One onu appre- 
clate how exactly these points must cor- 
respond when itis remembered that two 
rays of light appear as one only when the 
distance betweeu them is one thirty-five 
hundredth of aninch. Not the lenst of 
the wonders of the eye are connected with 
the apprecialion of images made upon the 
retina by certain parts of the brain. 

It is Jiterally true that a person may see 
and yet not perceive, It has happened, in 
certain injuries of the brain, that a person 
sees and reads the words in a book and yet 
does not perceive their significance, This 
is called word-blindness, In a certain 
portion ofthe brain is a part which en- 
ables us to recognize the fact that we see 
an object; yet this object conveys no idea. 
There are two of these so-called centres of 
vision, one on either side, and their action 
is partly crossed. When the centre is de- 
stroyed’on one side, the inner half of one 
eye and the outer half of the other eye are 
blinded. Further backin the brain, Low- 
ever, is acentre which enables us to per. 
ceive or understand what is seen. ; 

When this centre is destroyed we see 
objects and may avoid obstacles'in walk- 
ing, but persons, words, etc., ure not re- 
cognized. This centre exists only on the 
left side of the brain. 

An impression, however short, made 
upon the retina is perceived. The letters 
on a printed page are distinctly seen 
when illumined by an electric spark, the 
duration of which is only forty billionth of 
a second; but the impression remains much 
longer. Anything in motion appears tons 
in a way quite different from thie single 
impression that we should have from an 
electric spark, Ina picture representing 
an animal in motion, as it appears in an 
instantaneous photograph, the positious 
seem absurd and like nothing we have ever 
seen. 

In looking at a horse in action, the im- 
pressions made by the different positions 
of the animal run into each other, and art 
should represent as nearly as possible the 
sum, or average, of these impressions. It 
is also true that impressions are diffused in 
the retina beyond the points upon which 
they are directly received, This is called 
irradiation; and the impression is diffused 
farther for white or light-colored than for 
black or dark objects. Itis well known 
that a white square looks considerably 
larger than a dark square of exactly the 
same size; or the hands in white gloves look 
larger than in black gloves, 

The whole question of the appreciation 
of colors and of color-blindness is still 
wrapped in mystery. We know that some 
persons cannot distinguish between certain 
colors, butthe reason of this is obsoure, 
Perfect sight can exist only when the eye 
is perfect. The form and color of objects 
may be distorted so that an inaccurate im- 
ago istormed upon the retina, «And this 
image, however imperfect it may be, is 
what is perceived by the brain. In liear- 
ing the case is different. 

The wayes of sound, if they be conduct- 
ed to tho internal ear, and if the yerve of 
hearing, with ita terminations, be normal, 
OAinot be modified in the course of trans- 
mission, Sounds are always appreciated 
at their exact value, except as reyards in- 
tensity, Enough has been said about the 
eye, I think, toshow thatit is poerfeotly 
adapted to all requirements, and whatever 
dofecta it may seem to have, viowed as un 
optical instrument, render it more useful 
to us than ff these apparent defects did 
not exist, —Popular Science Monthly, 


ANTI-LORDS DEMONSTRATION,

We find thab Capt. dohnson ts not on 
board to-day, bub first Mate Bloomfield, 
acting captain, is the impersonation of 
affabilfty, courtesy and good nature, 
answering all questions readily and in- 
telligently, looking well to the tourlats 
entrpsted to his careand equally so to the 
qalck despatch of business all aloag the 
route, 

The Hero Is cfficered as follows: Capb., 
H, Johnaton; let mate, Wm. Bloomfield; 
2ad mate, A. H, Hickson; pursor, Ed.

We were anxious to behold indian Res- 
ervation Polnt, the home of the famous 
Ohlef Dr. Oronhyatekhs, a protege of His 
Highness the Prince of Wales, bub wo 
were deferred the alght. However our 
vessel ateered close to the opposlte side to 
the new grounds, where the Indian chief Is 
erecting bulldings to be used as a sana- 
torlum, as water of great mediolnal fro- 
perties 1s found in goodly quantity on the 
Island.

As each 
member of the family takes the glass in 
turn torview the face of natare, all the 
adjectives are exhausted, and yet nature In 
al) her variety enhances groater than ever. 

The sounding of the dinner bell reminds 
us of the wants of the {nner man, and with 
our family we repair to thospacious and In 
viting dinlog room of the Hero. The 
cuisine we found to be first-class, equal to 
and superlor {n many respects to that 
on boasts of greater pretenrions In 
middle and western waters, 

The meal being finished, we hasten on 
deck, as we are Informed that Kingston Is 
{no sight, Hospital building and grounde— 
refages of mercy—come to view; then the 
asylam for the Insane; then that dark place 
of reform, the penitentiary; then loved 
Queen's University, the Old Fort, siern 
remiuder of the past, then the olty; to 
Oatarcque rivor, past the two Martello 
Towers ab oar landing, and then comes to 
an end our delightfally pleasant trip. 

Summing up, as the mathematician 
would pnt {b, glvena certain requisite—a 
good day proportioned by convenience and 
ssfety—a safo passsge and an objootive 
point with {lnborest all along, we would 
solve the problem for the world by com- 
monding a trip from Bolleville to Kingston 
and on board the steamor Herd.

j FISH-CULTURE- 
; = 


{How Low-Lying Waste Lands May be 
> | Utilized to Great Profit. 


The possibilities of fish-culture and the 
turning to the best account of the large 
arcas of water which now contribute little 
or nothing to the national wealth are far 
from being generally appreciated. (The 
Dominion Government has done something, 
though not nearly as much as might haye 
been accomplished, towards re-stocking 
the depleted rivers and streams with the 
best varietied of good ‘fish’ But very fow 
private individuals have devoted ayy at- 
tention to utilizing the ponds and crooks 
upon their property in this way. Many 
furmers might profitably turn to acconnt 
the low lying lands along water-coursed 
Which are now often allowed to lie waste, 
by devotiug them to pisciculture and rals- 
ing such varieties of food fish as can best 
thrive under local conditions. 

In these days of intense competition the 
oll method of depending entirely upon 
oue or two staple crops for the year's 
income and neglecting all smaller sources 
of profit or food supply must be abandoned 
by the agriculturist who liopes to maintain 
his position. In Europe the farmer in 
order to live finds it necessary to turn to 
profitable account every foot of the soil, 
ad fish-culture is an important item. 
There are some varivtics of fish, notably 
the carp, which thrive in shallow, warm 
muddy pools where most of our native 
Canadian fish wonld not exist. On the 
Lusopean continent the thrifty agricaltur- 
ist having a swamp or creek upon his land 
would with comparatively little labor con- 
vert bis low-lying waste acres into a fish- 
pond, stock i¢ with carp and 80 proyide an 
important addition to the food resources 
of the family aud possibly an increase of 
its marketable outpnt. 

Iu view of the tieed of developing all our 
resources aud finding new sources of profit 
for the farmerand land owner, the Natural 
History department of the Toronto Indus.

fish.

Many farmers work too much by guess 
ing.

By kuow 
ing the breadth of a lot, one may know 
the width of each acre, the quantity of 
seed required, aud the product per acre of 
each crop. The implements to be used, 
may be atwo-rod surveyor’s chain or a 
pocket tape live, « polo eleven feet long,

yard-sticks graduated, aid a small pocket 
rule for mensuring the asize of fruit and 
roois and for other purposes. A frequont 
use of these measures enables the ownor to 
judge with much accuracy of the distance 
measured by pacing or hand measuring. —

Sir Thomas Galt, Chief Justice of the 
Conmimon Pleas, haa resigned While the 
relagnation haa been expected for some 
time there has been nothing definite about 
it since Judge Galt applied for six months’ 
leave of absonoe last Anril A long 
of absence like this venerally ncans 4 re 
signation, but the Department of Justice 
would. say nothing definite beyond the 
fact that there wae no reason for hia resig- 
nation beyond his aye, 

Sir Thomas Galt waa born in London, 
Eng., 12th of August, 1815, and is there- 
fore 79 years old, He wis the sou of Mr. 
John Galt, a pame well kuown ip litera 
ture, and his brother was the late Sic 
Alexander Dilloch Galt, High Comniis- 
bioner from Canadato the court of St, 
James. Sir Thomas emigrated to Cavada 
at the ago of 18, and after six years spent 
in the employ of the Ganada Company he 
entered the office of thd late Chief Justice 
Draper, and was called’to the bar of Up- 
per Canada in 1840 and entered immedi- 
ately apon the practice of his profession. 
From the very outset he gaye evidence of 

reat ability, In 1858 he was created a 

.C., and rf Baster term, 1869, he was 
elevated to the bench as puisne judge of 
the Court of Common Pleas, On the 7th 
of November, 1887, he was appointed 
obief justice of the Common Pleas,$ 

The resignation has been received hex 
within the last few days and there has 
been no meoting of Council to accept it. 
This is pretty sure to be done, however, 
and Sir Thomas will be entitled to $4,000 
& year superannuation. ‘The salary of the 
office is $6,000 from the federal govern- 
rmoont, Mr, Ritchie, Q.C., of Toronto,’ is 
regarded as a likely candidate for the poai- 
tion,

Lumber Shipping Trade, 

Fortunate circumstances have made the 
lumber shipping trade in Ottawa this 
season very satisfactory, despite the world- 
wide depression there has been in matters 
commercial. At the opening of the seasun 
the unusually low freight rates offered by 
Atlantic freighters induced the English 
dealers to purchase large qnafitities of 
deals. This kept the shipping fairly brisk 
all summer, and justas this market was 
failing somewhat, the free lumber clause 
of the American tariff bill bas had the 
effect of increasing the trade in ordinary 
plank and boards sufficiently to take the 
place of the English trade, 

Little or No Immigration. 

Mr. J. O, Coleman, secretary of the High 
Commissioner's officer, London, arrived 
on the Parisian a few days ago to make a 
tour of Canada in order to gain infor- 
mation useful to intending settlers. He 
{s expected here in « couple of days on his 
way to the Northwest and British Col- 
umbia after looking over the Lake St. John 
region. Mr. L. Fortier, chief of the Im- 
migration Bureau, reports that there is 
practically no immigration this year and 
that for the first time in the history of the 
United States the tide is flowing to Europe 
instead of from it. Hesays that Dr, Bris- 
son secretary of the Fretich-Canadian Ex- 
patriation Society, was here a few days 
agoand reported that so far this year 270 
Canadians, heads of families, had been in- 
duced to return to Canada.

Some of, the Scottjsh nobles who had 
possession of the young son of Jamer IIT, 
raised a rebellion in his name against the 
father, who was defeated in buttle, fled, 
took refuge iu a mill, aud was slain by his 
pursuers, Tho young king, James IV., 
upon reaching maturity, became smitten 
with contrition because of the part which 
he had been made to play toward bis 
father, and wore habitually the ‘‘peniten 
tial shirt.” 

Janes IV. himself fell at the fatal battle 
of Flodden. 

James V. died of a broken heart because 
of the treachery for want (or waut of pro- 
per support) on the part of his nobles at 
the hattle of Pinkie, Though a spirited 
aud conrageons wan, his spirit seemed to 
have deserted him, and retiring to his pal- 
rao of Falkland, he took to bis bed, The 
intelligence wasthen brought him that his 
qifeen at Linlithgow had boru bim an heir, 
He inquired if it were a man child, and 
beljiy told that it was a fair daughter, he 
rd ASD ‘Adieu! farewell; it cam wi a

Of Mary, the daughter thus orphaned, 
her misfortunes and her tragic end at the 
order of) Elizabeth of England are well 
kKuown, Even those, who persist in accus- 
ing her of complicity in the murder of her 
husband may find sautification for the act 
in the fact that royal homiicides were the 
rule, and that king murder bad become uo 
virtue in Scotland.

James VI. (James I. of England), son of 
Mary, thongh he died in peace in Mature 
life, was yet the victim of various plots 
aimed against his life or liberty, notubly 
the Gowrie plot in his own country, aud 
the Guy Fawkes guupowder plot in Eng- 
Aud. 

The head of Charles L fell under the ax 
of the commonwealth.

out the superiority of the Martini-Metford 
oyer the Martini-Henri In tho first place 
he Lad a squad of six men firing 500 yurds 
with the Martini-Henri. Whey made 55 
percent. Under exactly the same oircum 
stances, and st the same time, 63 per 
ceut, was made with the Martini-Metford. 
In rapid firing, the same squad made 31 
per cent. with the Martini-Henri and 44 
per cent, with the Martini-Metford. Again, 
oth weapons were placed in the hands of 
recruits—men who had never Leld a rifle, 
They peed the Martini-Moetford first, Well, 
the result was that 30 per cent. was made 
with the Martini-Henri, and 56 per cent. 
with the Martini-Metford, 1 rapid firing 
the Martini-Metford was in this case 8 per 
cent. better than the Martini-Heuri.

The Western Part of the Province Suffers 
Hatremuly From Lack of Kuin, 

Lonpon, Auy. 30,—It ja over two months

FFICERS WERE 


FIVE KILLED 


Gonoral Vetter Was Surprised by the’ Na- 


tive Warriors in the Night—Iein- 
forcemouts Leave Java in the 
Hope of Kotrieving the 
Disaster. 
Tne Haoue, Aug 30.—The Official 


Journal publishes a despatch regarding 
the disaster to the Dutoh forces operating 
ayalnet the Rajah of the Island of Loin- 
bok, wear Java, 

The despatch says Gen, Vetter, the com- 
mander of the expedition, was surprised 
at 11 o'clock at tight near Tjakra Nogara 
The firing was contiiuous ootil morning, 
and the Datch, in this engagement, logt 14 
killed aud 85 wounded. As the water 
supply of the column failed and foraging 
Was impossible, the Datch troops were 
compelled to retreat towards Matarm, the 
capital ofthe Island. During the retreat 
the Datch lost heavily, being continually 
harassed by the natives, and at one pluce 
in the route they found barricades- had 
been raised. These obstructions were so 


atoutly defended by the nutive warriors | 


that the troops were’ unable to force 
ancther passage and were compelled to 
make a long detour and in so doing they 
lost more men, 

Tie Datch sacceeded in reaching Am 
penan on Auyust 27, with o total of casual- 
ties far in excess of the number at first 
reported, The kjlled included 4 officers 
and 63 men; there were 12 officers and 153 
men wounded and 6 officers and 148 men 
missing. In addition the Vetter column 

| lost four field guns, 

It now appears that two other colamns 
of Dutch troops operating upon the same 
island have sustained heavy losses aud 
endured much suffering. These are the 
columns commauded by Colonels Van 
Pabst and Bylevelt. These columns have 
been operating separately and have also 
, Succeeded in reaching Armpenan. Their

Story of Druneau’s Crimes 


Abbe Bruneau, former vicar of the 
| Chureh of Entrammes, was convicted at 
the Mayeune Assiae Court at Laval on 


July 8 last of murder, robbery and arson 
| Broneau was a tall, dogular, sallow com 
| plexioned man, about 80 years of ange, of 
| sanctimonious mien, who at one time pass 
od as one of the most devout ornaments of 
| the church. He begat: his oareor at Voutre, 

where, while pursuing his ecclesiastical 

studies under the tuition of Abbe Renau- 
don, he was suspected of robbing the latter 
of 1,400 fr, Subsequently be was turned 
out of tho elomentary seminary of Mayonve 
for robbing his fellow students. Ho was 
norertholess admitted to the higher semi 
nary at Laval, ordaiued a priest, aud ap 


poluted vicar of Astille, Although bis 
only source of revenue (his salary) ovly 
amounted to 1,300 fr. a year, Bruneau 


spout money freely, Hodonned civilian’s 
droas and made frequent nocturnal visits 
to Laval, where he patrouized all the 
houses of {I)-fame, 

One night he robbed the cure of Aatille 
of 500 fr., and broke a pane of glass (froin 
the inside, as was afterwards proved) to 
make believe that the preabytery had been 
entered by burglars, “‘Luokily,’’ said the 
unsuspecting care to his viear next morn 
ing, ‘the thieves did not fund the bulk of 
my savings, which is hidden in the drawer 
of my prayer desk,” Six months later 
burglars, presumably, paid another vinit 
to the presbytery, ald this tine the cou 
tents of the drawer in the prayer desk yan 
ished, On another occasion, while driving 
with the cure, Bruneau picked his pocket. 
Yet no one in his parish appears to lave 
suspocted the priest, and such was the es- 
teom in which be was held that a nau con 
fided 16,000 fr. to him to be used for 
vharitable purposes, 

At Aatille ho insured his effects for 4,500 
francs, A fortnight later a fire broke out 
at the presbytery, during the absonce of 
the cure, and wiile it was in progress the 
latter's drawers were ayain ransacked 
The vicar received tha insurance money, 
and took out another policy for a higher 
amount, A wonth later another fire broke 
Out atthe presbytery in five different 
places, ‘his time suspicion was aroused, 
and somebody, whom there was afterward 
reason to believe was Bruneau, denounced 
the unfortunate cure to the dcolesiastical 
authorities, in consequence of which the 
cure was disgraced and transferred to an- 
other parish, while bis rasvally vicar was 
seut to help the Abbe Fricot at Enutram- 
mos. He had hardly been inatalled when 
the vestry was broken iuto ove day during 
the absence of the cure and his servant, 
anda considerable sum stolen, Certain 
circumstances led the cure to suspect his 
vicar, and he confided his suspicions to 
the servant, while begging her to say 
nothing about it, 

On January 2 last Bruneau, who had 
spent the day at Laval, returned home the 
worse of liquor at six in the evening. Half 
an hour later the cure, who had been eit 
ting inthe room with him, disappeared. 
Bruneau bad stunned him and thrown him 
down the well. But the icy water revived 
the old man, and he hung on to a stone in 
the well and screamed for help, whereupon 
Broneau returned, and, after heaving loys 
of wood at his victim, held him under the 
water with « pole till he was dead, Bru- 
neaun afterwards sacked the presbytery 
from top to bottom, but was never snapect 
ed of the crime, 

On the 6th of the following month it 
was discovered that a widow named Bour 
dais, who kept a florist’s elop at Laval, 
had been brutally murdered and the placo 
ransacked. On the previous evening Bru- 
neau, in ciyilian’s dress, had been observed 
entering the shop. This, added to the 
fact that he endeavoured to change a 
forty-frauc piece—acvin very rare in 
Frauce—at the Laval railway station, and 
that among the property stole were seye- 
ral forty-franc pieces, led the police to 
make enquiries, with tho result that the 
whole series of crimes above enumerated 
wore traced to the scandalous priest,

Fishing With Minnow and Spoon Among 
the Thousand 


Needed 


Islandse—Stout Tackle 


The Exciting Sport and How It 
Ts Solentific ally Conducted, 
The lakes and atreame of Canada are the

Seldom olaewhere do we hear of Anglors 
taking the muakallonge, He isa big, wot 
tled, shy, sharkish fellow, wide ot jaw 
deop of throat, and strong of fin, In 
brief, he may be said to be a yiant anoles 
of pickerel, differing wainly from the or 
dinary type of that fish in being pr per 
tionally deeper or wider from lack to belly 
and in growity to far ywreater size Y 

One of the loveliest spots Wliere you will 
always find him Iving in his rouk-pave) 
lairs or pursuing the terrified tnlunowse in 
the shallows is the Thousand Islaudea in the 
St. Lawrence

The outht required ja not high-priced 
nor very elaborate Whit in cnlled the 
“St. Lawrence trolling rod” ts the favorite 
rod of this region, and isaatiff, well lune, 
aplit bamboo of from eleven to twelve feet 


in length, light bat very sturdy aud full of 
“backbone.” [y is fitted with Lirve rated 
Raices, and « reel svat above the haud. not 

glow ua usodin fly fishinu. Perouapa not 
until you bave tried and fulléd” ti Keer’ 
maddeved muskallonge from fouling the 
anchor rope or tearing the line or the bot 
tom of your skiff will you realize why so 
long and so stiff arodisin vogue Fifteen 
dollara will procure you a sound, well 
made rod of this kind, one that with care, 
revarnishing each senson, und oiling tu 
damp weather, will endure several years. 
As with all tucklo, the beat is cleapest in 
long hard use, 

Any good make of reel will answer, pro 
vided it runs freely, multiply aud have a 
heavy drag and stop attachimont It will 
be large enough if it bold fifty yards of 
double "'D" braided silk line. Tits is the 
proper leugth and size of line, and itis 
now very cheap, something like four certs 
«yard, This isa very stout line, and, of 
vourse, would be useless for fly castiuz, 
but is none too solid to resist the sudden 
onslaught of a huugry *' ‘louge.” 

Much of the time you will find trolling 
with artificial spoon bait the easiest and 
prettiest sport, but for variety you will 
try bait casting, bait trolling, and skitter 
ing. For these latter methods you will 
need hooks, and let it be added just here 
that they must be biy, long, heavy hooks, 
Any of the Sproat or Kirby shapes would 
be good enough were it not for the shurk- 
like teeth and horny jaws of the ‘“longe” 
which would part line or leader above the 
hook quicker than a flash. Use only the 
long-shanked shapes such as Liwerick or 
Aberdeen, aud have them snelled on thick 
wire gimp, two feet long. Above this 
hang a four-sjrand, twisted leuder of 
polished gut The hooks must not be 
smaller than No, 6—0, 

On a day's fishing you will carry live 
bait as well asa stock of trolling spoons. 
The St. Lawrence skiff, the only craft 
need in the Thousaud Islands, excepting 
an occasional canoe, is au ideal little ves- 
sel. She has lightuess, speed, room, and 
stanchness. Let us suppose you push off 
from shore, say at Cape St. Vincent, in 
the early mists ‘of a morning. You are 
fishing alone, heing athletic enough to pro- 
pel your light skiff at the slow rate requir- 
ed, and not desirous of being iu bondage 
all day toa profane guide. Your rod put 
together, and equipped with line and two 
hooks hung close toyether, lies beside you. 
On the other side is the shining steel yaff, 
keen and broad of bend, a deadly and in- 
dispensable weapou. ‘The bait can and 
tackle case lies before you, and all around 
and under you curl the blue waters of the 
5t. Lawrence. So clear, so absolutely un- 
defiled is the water, that in a rushing 
rapid of ten feet depth the pebbles and 
weade on the Lottom are distinctly visible. 
This fact is a- warning to be re- 
garded, for the muskallonge has eyes. 

Slowly you move along, letting the 
stream carry you for the most part, but 
working over toward a low, rocky jsland. 
As you near the shore you look down and 
seem to be floating, us it were, in mid-air 
over # meadow of long waviug brown and 
yellow grass, That curling growth that 
twines and twists and looks so near is two 
full fathoms down! ‘This is the shadowed 
lurking place, the aquatic jungle where 
the tiver of the river lies in wait. 

Now a long, sleuder streak of gray darts 
from a bunch of weed and is gone, That 
spectre was a **'lonye.” 

With eager hand you catch a minnow of 
five inches in length and lightly hook him 
throngh the upper lip just back of the 
dorsal fiu. Gettly you pull off a couple 
of rods’ length of line, and with the right 
havd toss the bait to the line’s length 
toward the shore. It settles down, drift 
iug with the current, and you pay ont 
yard after yard of the line until the min- 
now is 50 feet down stream. Raising tho 
rod a sudden resistance is felt; you draw 
tighter, the pull increases, and with a firm 
hand you drive home the barb. Now you 
reol in, and nothing gives but thé quiver- 
ingrod. Slowly your skiff floats over the 
monster that holds@he bait, and you find 
only a tall, big-leaved pickerel weed has 
caught the hook, Sometimes you lose the 
hook, but oftener it pnils loose, and you 
try again, now keepity better control of 
your line and bait, 

All at once comes a rush and a tighten- 
fug of the line, Twenty feet was torn 
from the reel, and now thw line lies still. 
Only a moment is the reel dumb while the 
big fish is gorging the bait, and then it 
screamsas he darie away through the 
weeds, 

Cally you press the knob that puts the 
heavy drag aygaiust his panting gills, a 
solid 10-pound pull that is never relaxed, 
He will not run many yards ere he falters 
aud takes another course, With careful 
hand you guard the reel and gather in 
every foot of slack, 

With a start one has when the big fish 
looms up alongside, a long, dusky-backed 
savage with wild eyes! Lose not ino in 
staut when once he is alongside to ply the 
gaff. Often u brief death rally or spasm 
will seud bim-~ under the boat when you 
are ubprepared, and the dying fish will 
make off with part of your tackle. When 
ho is lunded a sharp knock on the nose 
with an oar or gaff will kill him and put 
him out of misery, And at the same time 
prevent him from flopping overboard or 
npsetting the minnow pail, 

Now the minnow no longer tukes, and 
forsakiug the island shore, you head for a 
shoal bay across the river. Here, in ten 
feet of water, over thick grass and weed, 
you drop over a big copper spoon, polish- 
od till it gleame like fire. As you pay out 
line behind you be pre pared AL any mo- 
ment to feel a inighty shook, Gradually, 


like « living ooal, the copper fades bebind 
the skiff, and you fix tho pole firmly 
pointing astern, with the drag on full 
force Row as gently as your arme allow, 
for every motion of the skiff jara the apin 
ning spoon A bit of leadl on the leader 
will help to keep the copper down where 
the "' ‘longe” lie 

Whoen the ‘“longe” leaps you must grab 
the rod No allowing him time to swallow 
this unsavory bait, He jumps clear into 
the air in a ourying green crescent when 
he feels tho treble gang of hooks against 
He fumes and frets below anil 
surges on the top, tossing his head to rid 
himself of the bitter bite. It will not shake 
out, and with the big hooks prying open 
his jaw, you soon drop him fo the current

1 have never witnessed but one such 
siglt, and surely it looked as if the ‘great 
waters of the deop were breaking up” and 
the end of all things had come, Immense 
green Waves wont thundering by as if o 
hurticaue had been raging for hours across 
the sen that bat a short time before was as 
quiet aa a mill pond. Great flying flecks 
of form were dashed down from dizzy 
heights above, aud the slippery sides were 
t covered with cascades formed from 
v Waters that had been lifted up by the 
rupldly overturning mass. 

Our first intimation of the coming con- 
vulsiou was a dull shock against our ship's 
side noder the water, somewhat as if a 
enb-warine blast bad been exploded, anda 
moment after a huge rising of the 6ea near 
ove side of the iceberg was apparent, and 
through this vost mass of uplifted watera

swirling to the surface with a swiftness 


that apparently lifted it half way ont of

The release of this portion of the moun- 
taiu from ita frozen fetters far below had 
disturbed the stable equilibrium of the 
parent berg, and but a few moments after- 
Wards it began its stupendous swaying, as 
ifsome earthquake were influencing it 
untilin one of its gigantic careenings it 
fell over and seemed to be buried in amass 
of milk-like foam that sent tremendous 
tidal waves tearing across the great 
depths that would have engulfed any ves- 
sol ear, It only sunk from sight a mo- 
ment, when it rapidly reappeared with a 
creamy crest that poured down its icy 
sides in a shallow sheet of white, 

Woe to the ship that ventures too near 
ove of these moveters of the deep just as 
it livs determined to give a display of ite 
Arctic antics, for if it be broadside to the 
tremendous tidal wave that comes curling 
outward from the, ceutra of commotion, 
aud has not time to turn end on to meet 
the rapid rush of waters, it muy be thrown 
npou its beam ends, ax a sailor would say, 
o1 thrown over on its side, by the steep front 
of the wave, then filled with water and sunk. 
Such accidents have been known to hap- 
pen in the iceberg region, and probably 
soins of the mysterious disappenratices of 
cruisers in polar regioua may be accounted 
foriu this way... So itybehooves the nayi- 
gators in Northern seas not to approach 
too near these Arctic acrobats whon they 
are feeling in their best modes for a little 
quiet fan of their own. 

And they generally do give thom a wide 
berth when sailing in these icy seas, not 
ouly fearing the frightful waves which 
they set in motion, but when they turna 
silt water somersanlt, if they approach 
directly alongside, one of the ascending 
masses of joe may come up from below 
ad crush in the bottom of the ship. Then 
again ifthe boat has oly sailing power, 
os is tie case with the wajority of the

Every one las noticed. how much more 
powerful and evratio are the winds around 
the hase of a very bigh building in the city 
that elsewhere, And so with o great ice- 
berg. It catehes all the wauderitg winds 
of high heaven, and directs them down 
Wards, winding aud twisting around ite 
base, until it is very unsafe for a suiling 
vos-el to venture nenr these eddying gusts, 
So between the little icebergs popping up 
from the water below and falling down 
{ruin above, ard the chance of the colossus 
of them ll taruing suck auticos aud capers 
as to fait y set old ocean frantio with ex- 
citement, coupled with the twisting torna- 
does the berg grinds down to its base, it is 
nitogether an uncertain undertaking to 
snil too near one of these crystal moun- 
tains, 

The Arctic whaling masters, who are 
the best vavigators in these ice-laden 
waters, call the little bergs that break off 
the biz cnes, either above or below the 
water line, “iceberg calves,” and they 
have no friendship for them, for reasons I 
bave alrendy given, although they do pull 
up slougside a small calfand cut onough 
to fill up their iceboxes and have 
enoogh ioe Water aboard until they en- 
[have spoken of thom 
us littie icebergs, aud yet they 
Iigger than the largest building in New 
York or Chicago. Each one of those little 
(by comparison) icebergs still sheds amaller

Looming up out of the drifting gusts

In 1813 there were 88 papers in London 
—8 morning and 7 evening, 7 every other 
day, 16 overy Sunday. 

Last yoar the United States and Canada 
published 19,578 papors, with an aggregate 
circulation of 3,481,610,000 copies. 

The little island of Iceland, with about 
seventy thousand inhabitants, has thesame _ 
nuniber of newspapers as the great empire 
of China. 

Types are not used in printing Persian 
newspapors. The ‘‘copy” is given to an 
expert penman, who writes it out neatly.

Oliver Wendell Holmes che Only Survivor 


of wn Notable Group—The #5th Annivert} 


ary of the Gentle Poot's Mirth— ils Work 
and How He Composes. 


On tho 20th day of August each yoar Dr, 


Oliver Wendell Holmes colobrates the an 
niversary of bie birth in bis summer home 
at Beverly Farm, Mass. He was born 


August 20, 1809.

While there la no pub 
lis own part in these 
later days ho is never forgotten oither by 
hia many personal frieuda who send their 
contributions of love, or by the world of 
admirers who have oonatituted themselves 
a loving family to keep him in affectionate 
remembrance, Wherever he is. upon that 
day will be “home” to those who love aud 
honor him. To those who havo tho privi 
lege of being with him and of his 


on 


seeing 


dainty bauds open tolograms and letters 
from friends at a distance or from strau 
goers, there will bo an opportunity given of 
securing one more mental photograph 
against the time when their poot shall 
have cliinbed the hills of God. For he has 
long stood alone on those Alpine he ights, 


he sumunita of fouracore, close to the 
tabernacles of the sky. Yet is there no 
sadness in his heart at the thought of 
other hunters who used to ‘speak’ bim 


from other heights with the ringing horn 
Of those Whittler was the one he most 
missed, of whom he said while he lived 


“My dear and honored friend Whittier, 
whose heart is a cornucopia of blessings 
for his fellow creatures.” 

This was on the occasion of his birthday 
anniversary in 1892, when Whittier sent 
hia friend Holmes two poems written for 
the occasion, the last he was to vontribute. 
Dr. Helmes received also on that occasion 
a silver-framed Nautilus froin a Chicayo 
lady which he described as ‘un exquisite 
piece of work, fit for a young prince's hoir- 
loom rather than an old poet's,” 

Dr, Holmes regards ‘the Chambered 
Nautilus” os his finest inepirational poem. 
However, he does not himself believe in 
calling anything inspirational and is cred. 
ited with saying to an ambitions young 
poet who consulted him on his ‘‘methods” 
that inspiration was only another word for 
preparation, 

“It takes hard labor to write good poot- 
ry,” he said to the writer on ove occasion; 
“‘you cannot go on writing verses as you 
would out slices of bread aud butter. No 
oue knows the amount of work I do before 
I let my thoughts go on paper. I look at 
them in every light to see if they can be 
improved. You see, I am not much of a 
believer in Minervas or tho brain of 
Jove,” 

The house in which ‘The Chambored 
Nautilus” was written and which was the

birthplace of his children was a plain 
dwelling on Bosworth Place, which is off 
Tremont street, between Bromfield and 
School streets, Boston, It has been torn 
down to make room for modern buildings, 
He made several copies of the poem and 
finished it as it appeared in print, 
after which he read it to his wife, aud re- 
marked that he could never excel it and 
never wished to, 

The home in which the poet has spent 
his later years is a brown stone house, coy- 
ered with a luxuriant growth of English 
ivy, which conceals doorplate aud bell 
handle from the too curious gaze of passers 
by. Itisonthe ‘“‘water side of Reacon 
atreot,” and the view from the poet's lib- 
rary covers the Charles river basin. Here, 
surrounded by the luxury that his poet- 
soul loves, on a commanding height be- 
twixt town and country, and the profuse 
decarations of modern household art, Dr, 
Holmes spends the time when he is notat 
Beverly Farms communing with nature in 
ber simplor forms. 

It is worthy of record that while Oliver 
Wendell Holmes has been instinctively a 
society man all his life he has omitted the 
forme of society from his poetry, His wit 
and sarcasm have touched on many of the 
trivialities of social life; his genius, never. 
In an interview upon the subject he 
sald: 

“The disposition with very many—in the 
main with young men out of college—is to 
indulge in the lighter character of verse, 
which, where carried to a great extent, is 
shameful. Too much stress is laid on mere 
form also, The Fronoh school is being 
followed too much with us here. Now if 
one Is to succeed in poetry he must give 
free awing to sentiment and imagination, 
and this he cannot do in the more mechan 
foal forms of verse-building, Browning's 
best postry is in a given seuse devoid of 
form; it is simple and natural, and yet 
what tremendous power it has, It is so, 
too, with ‘lennyson’s pootry, asin his two 


great masterpieces, ‘Maud’ and ‘In Mem- 
oriam.’”’ 
He tells young writers thut he received 


no pay for bis firat work but was glad to 


get it printed without any compensation 
His fine poem, ‘Old Lronusides, wos in 
cluded in this unpaid list, which first ap 
peared in the Boston Advortiser 

Dr, Holmes ts very proud of a copy of 
his poem, ‘The Last Leaf," which he pos 
sesses in the peculiar handwriting of Ed 
gar Ailan Poo, whom ho once met, and 
Who he says made an impression pon him 
he can never forget 

Everybody has seon the little cheap 
Atereoscope that is the accompaniinent to 
the family album when visitors are to be 
entertained How it brings out tho lace in 
Aunt Hannah's dross and develops tho 
watch chain Uncle Silas wears, besides 
giving @ lifelike intensity to the features 
Fow are aware that it was the juvention of 
the poet who wrote the favorito ‘‘Last 
Leaf” aud “Ono-horse Shay.” It was nev 
er patented, becauso Dr. Holmes sald he 
did not care to be known as the patenteo 
ofa pillora peeping contrivance

A WOMAN POLAR TOURIST 


Mies Helen Peel and Her Voyage Round 
the North of Europe, 

In those days of intrepid womon it re 

quires some feat'of more than average dar 

ing or endurance to win a measure of fame 


from the public, It is not enough to ride 


the bioycle, to climb mountains, to row, or 
to shoot; these are accomplishments which 
aro very general of attainment, and the 
would-be heroine worshippers demand 


something a little more oxolusive 
This something bas been achieved by on 
English girl, Mies Helon Peel, who has 


e-

made a voyage—well, not exactly to the 
North Pole—and has crystallized her im- 
pression of the misty north regious in a 
delightful volume entitled ‘*Polur Gleams: 
an Account of a Voyage on the Yacht 
Blencathra.” In this book the young .na- 
thor gives a graphic ncconnt of the whole 
of her four months’ journey, from tle 
embarking at the historical port of Apple- 
dore, through the Arctic Circle, the Nor 
wegian Fjords, the North Cape, the 
Siberian coast, the dangerous Kara Sea to 
the mighty Yenesei River. Her com- 
panions were her host, Mr, F. Leyborne 
Popham, Mr. and Mrs. James, and a crew 
of 24. The object of the expedition, under 
contract with the Russian Government, 
was to take a cargo of 1,600 tons of rails 
for the great Siberian railway, which is in 
course of construction. Miss Helen Peel, 
who is the youngest daughter of Sir 
Robert Peel, and granddaughter of the 
celebrated statesman of that name, had 
not had much experience in sea life until 
the remarkable voyage she made in the 
Blenoathra, but she has always had a love 
of adventure, and a keen and wholesome 
desire to see othomlands and peoples, and 
to learn something of their customs and 
ways of living. For the monotonous round 
of social existence in London, this cour- 
ageous young lady has little toleration, and 
great was her delight when invited to 
take part in the expedition to the 
far north, The Russian officers who 
commanded the steamers which formed 
part of the fleet were amazed to find that 
sho had not provided herself with any furs, 
her costume consisting of a blue serge 
skirt, au unlined jacket to match, a red 
flannel skirt and 4 straw sailor hat, The 
young Arctic voyageuse says that she 
scarcely suffered from any cold at all 
She took plenty of exercise on deck, and 
as the yacht was comfortably fitted in 
every way, and, moreover, carried a most 
efficient chef aud plonty of excellent pro- 
visions, she found her sojourn on board, 
even amongst the ice floes of the northern 
sea, a thoroughly desirable one, With a 
piano, organ and violin, books aud needle- 
work, the time passed all too quickly, and 
the little party found it difficult to believe 
that they were surrounded by the weird 
stillness of the ice-bound waters, thousands 
of miles away froin clvilization, aud be- 
yond the reach of any human aid but that 
which they could render themselves, 

Miss Peel had no intention whatever of 
writing a narrative of her voyage; indeed, 
she may be said to have been strangely de- 
vold of literary aspirations, for she had 
not ventured upon ayy composition, either 
for periodical or permauent literature; but 
the wily publisher heard of her nautical 
experience, aud lay in wait for her return; 
A tempting request for a book on the sub- 
ject found the young traveler reudy to om- 
bark on another and yet more treacherous 
sea than that of the northern latitudes she 
had lately been sailing, and the result is 
‘Polar Gleama,” Farther offers have not 
been wanting to encourage her in this 
career, but Miss Peel is one of those wise, 
but, alae, scarce beings who believe that it 
is uscless to write unless you have some- 
thing to write aleut. She is no admirer 
of much of our fin-de-siecle fiction, and 
prefers to transcribe the beauties of un- 
hacknoyed nature to the less healthful 
delineation of the ‘‘new man” and the 
‘new woman,”
